Republican Carl Hansen awakened his 


slumbering campaign for county board 
president last weekend with a 24-point 
platform to reform "county government. 


Hanson, a current county board mem- 


ber and Elk Grove Township Republican 
commltteeman, repeated his charge that 
Cook County has suffered under a "do- 
nothing, lackluster government" at a 
Chicago press conference Friday and 
then proposed: 


• Election of suburban and city board 


members from single-member districts. 


• Creation ot a county tax adminis- 


tration office that would Join the asses- 
sor, clerk and treasurer's taxing duties. 


• Elimination of the elected recorder's 


office, which would be consolidated with 
the county clerk, and an end to the elect- 
ed Board of (Tax) Appeals posts, which 
would be replaced by hiring of certified 
appraisers. 


• Formation of a county local govern- 


ment affairs department to increase co- 
operation between the county and local 
tax bodies. 


"This program is clear evidence that 


the county has dragged its heels in many 
areas," Hansen said. 


"People today can't get close to county 


government. They cannot Identify county 
government. They don't know what ser- 
vices are offered or how to obtain them," 
said Hansen, who Is a management spe- 
cialist. 


COMR. FLOYD FULLE and Hansen 


proposed a list of county government 
changes in 1970 before delegates to Illi- 
nois Constitutional Convention. Some of 
tho proposals Friday were similar to the 
1070 suggestions, Hansen said. 


A key proposal in 1970 was elimination 


of the county coroner's office. A referen- 
dum abolished the elected office in 1972. 


"County government needs revitalize- 


tlon," Hansen said. "County government 
should serve its citizens, not just tax 
them." 


A "precise" prediction of possible tax 


savings is Impossible, Hansen sold. 
"There definitely would be some savings. 
In tax administration, for instance, the 
county has many overlapping functions." 


Hansen's proposed tax administration 


department would provide "lines of re- 
sensibility . . . clearly discernible to the 
public. Assessments, rate calculations, 
tax extension, Issuing of tax bills and col- 
lection would be combined In the office, 
which would report to the county board. 


The platform calls for education of 


"the public in the method by which tax 
protests and assessment complaints can 
be filed." 


HANSEN CHARGED that countv as- 


sessments "do not conform" to Illinois 
Constitution requirements because the 
quadrennial system is not uniform. New 
a s s e s s m e n t s should bo announced 
uniformly throughout the county, not In 
one quadrant per year, he said, suggest- 
ing possible reassessment every year. 


Hearings on assessment complaints 


should bo scheduled throughout the coun- 
ty "at convenient locations." 


Hansen borrowed the campaign issue 


of suburban Democrats by suggesting 
election of commissioners from slncl*- 
member districts. The Democrats have 
c h a r g e d that suburban Republicans 
would oppose district election because in- 
dependents and Democrats could chal- 
lenge traditionally GOP board scats 
more easily in small districts.

All county 
financing and personnel would be joined 
into two departments to cut costs and 
patronage hiring. 


Hanson's "long-range comprehensive 


plan" would Include opposition to a coun- 
ty income tax, increased purchases for 
forest preserve land, development of a 
land-use plan before a county zoning plan 
is approved, construction of senor citizen 
housing and a study of water supplies. 


The platform was prepared by three 


volunteer study groups that Hansen 
named.

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OK release of any Ford-Nixon tapes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford sold Sunday he Is willing to make 
public tho tapes of any conversations be- 
tween himself and former President 
Richard M. Nixon in the White House 
prior to Nixon's resignation. 


Tho only condition Ford placed upon 


such disclosure was the approval of the 
Watergate special prosecutor. 


There has been no Indication so far 


whether any Ford-Nixon tapes exist. But 
the question whether Ford would release 
any that were found, which arose in- 
itially In connection with an investigation 
of whether Ford agreed to pardon Nixon 
before the former President left office, 
had never before gotten such an unquali- 
fied affirmative answer. 


In a wide-ranging interview, Ford also 


said: 


• Ho has told no one on his White 


House staff of possible Cabinet changes 
he may be considering. 


• Nelson A. Rockefeller's vice presi- 


dential nomination is being scrutinized 
under "a pretty stringent standard" by 
Congress, but he believes Rockefeller 
still will be confirmed. 


• The Republican Party's prospect's In 


next month's elections are "not as pessi- 
mistic" as the polls indicate. 


The President made these and other 


remarks in a discussion with reporters 
aboard Air Force One as he returned to 
Washington Saturday night from a three- 
state campaign swing through the south 
in behalf of Republican candidates. Ford 
asked that his remarks be held for re- 
leaso until Sunday night. 


The President said he hoped his his- 


toric testimony last Thursday before a 
House Judiciary subcommittee had satis- 
fied any remaining questions over his un- 
conditional pardon of Nixon from any 
Watergate crimes. 


Asked if he would comply with the 


request of one subcommittee member, 
Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman, D-N.Y., to 
make public any taped conversations he 
had with Nixon prior to the resignation 
and thus alleviate any doubts that a deal 
was made for Nixon to resign in ex- 
change for a pardon, Ford replied: 


"I'd be delighted to, assuming there is 


no problem with the special prosecutor." 


Ford said he thought he had made the 


"right decision" in refusing to send fed- 
eral troops to Boston to help quell dis- 
turbances there aver a court-ordered 
school busing plan. 


He said the long-range solution to the 


bitter desegregation dispute in Boston 
was a question "for the judge who issued 
the busing order to decide. He's made 
the order. He has to do what he thinks is 
right " 


In other developments Sunday, Special 


Watergate Prosecutor Leon Jaworski in- 
dicated his office may seek some new 
indictments and said former President 
Nixon probably would have pleaded the 
Fifth Amendment if he had been forced 
to testify before a grand jury. 


Jaworski said that virtually the whole 


story of Nixon's involvement in the Wa- 
tergate cover-up would come out during 
the current trial of five of his former 
staff and campaign aides. 


The special prosecutor, who has sub- 


mitted his resignation effective Nov. 1, 
again declined to say whether he would 
have prosecuted Nixon if President Ford 
had not pardoned him. 


He said the issue was now "moot" be- 


cause of the pardon, but repeated his be- 
lief that Nixon's acceptance of the par- 
don amounted to an admission ot guilt. 


Jaworski said there was little of the 


entire range of Watergate-related in- 
vestigations about which the public did 
not already know.

If II be rejected: Sen. Byrd 
Surtax is called 'totally unrealistic' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Assistant Sen- 


ate Democratic leader Robert C. Byrd 
said Sunday President Ford's proposed 5 
per cent surtax Is "totally unrealistic" 
and will be rejected by Congress. 


"I don't think there's any possibility 


that it will be approved in the form that 
was suggested by Mr. Ford," the West 
Virginia senator said. He said the tax Is 
unfair to "people who have been paying 
the bills all along. They are the people 
who need relief." 


Byrd also criticized the President for 


policies he has adopted thus far to fight 
Inflation. 


"The President has "failed to show In- 


itiative, he has failed to indicate that he 
can make difficult choices, and he has 
failed to demonstrate leadership in the 
war against inflation," said Byrd. 


He urged stronger leadership by the 


President, saying: 
"His milquetoast, 


toothless approach to inflation has hurt 
him seriously." 


Calling Ford's $15,000 family income 


level for a surtax base as "totally unrea- 
listic and cruel," Byrd said he favors a 
"graduated" tax that would take the big- 
gest bite from those in upper income 
brackets. He said a starting point of 
$23,000 to $30,000 would be realistic. 


Asked to comment on Byrd's remarks, 


special presidential counselor Robert T. 
Hartmonn said, "I'm sure the President 
would accept some modifications of the 
exact tax formula ... as long as it is 
fair and just." 


In 
other

opments, it was reported by a Washing- 
ton newspaper Sunday that the Ford ad- 
ministration is prepared to return to 
mandatory fuel allocation If there is no 
drop in energy consumption in the next 
four months. 


And Pentagon sources said the military 


is thinking of cutting back on the amount 


of steak and other expensive entrees it 
dishes out to troops. 


The sources also said some parts of the 


food industry are pushing the armed 
services to boost purchases of certain 
foods to help keep prices up. 


One source specifically cited shrimp 


producers and cattlemen, saying both 
see depressed markets ahead and are 
seeking help from the military. 


But the sources discounted the industry 


pressures, saying "Our policy is not tt> 
use defense buying to buoy the market." 
They said steak is one of the expensive 
foods most likely to be cut back.

Court move may give James Ray neiv trial 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) — The man 


who once admitted firing the shot that 
killed Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. may 
have an opportunity this week to renew a 
conspiracy theory he hinted at five years 
ago. If all goes" as scheduled, James 
Earl Ray will be led by U.S. Marshals 
Into the llth floor courtroom of U.S. 
District Judge Robert M. McRae Jr. at 
9:30 a.m. Tuesday. 


The bailiff's call of "all rise" will sig- 


nal the start of a process that could lead 


to the new trial Ray sought when he pen- 
ned a note to the late Criminal Court 
Judge W. Preston Battle. The letter was 
written less than 24 hours after he plead- 
ed guilty to the murder of King in ex- 
change for a 99-year sentence in the Ten- 
nessee State Prison. 


Ray, now 47, wrote Battle that his fa- 


mous attorney, Percy Foreman of Hous- 
ton, Tex., had pressured him into the 
guilty plea — a monosyllabic admission 
that mentioned no details. 


Israel races to complete defense line 


From United Press International 


Israel is racing to complete a new 


first-line defense system on the Syrian 
Golan Heights before the onset of winter, 
Israeli newsmen on a tour of the strate- 
gic area reported Sunday. 


Military sources said similar construc- 


tion activity was visible inside Syrian 
territory across the cease-fire line. 


The reports came as former defense 


minister Moshe Dnyan urged Israel to 
talk peace first with Syria and not Jor- 
dan because the biggest threat of re- 


newed warfare comes from Damascus. 


The newsmen said hundreds of work- 


ers were engaged in completing the new 
concrete defenses, estimated to cost $48 
million, before winter sets in. The bunk- 
ers are intended to withstand Syrian 
shell fire In the event of renewed war- 
fare on the bleak Golan plain and to al- 
low heavier Israeli artillery counter fire, 
they said. 


Syria has threatened not to permit fur- 


ther stationing of the U.N. military dis- 
engagement force in the Golan buffer 


zone when its mandate expires at the end 
of November. Israeli officials have said 
they would view an end to the mandate 
as a violation of the truce agreement. 


In western Galilee, the search by Is- 


raeli troops for a group of Arab guer- 
rillas in the rugged countryside went into 
its ninth day without reported results. 


Military sources said it marked the 


biggest and longest manhunt in the area, 
bringing complaints from farmers who 
have been prevented by the search from 
irrigating cultivated land during an un- 
seasonably hot spell. 


The letter reached Battle on March 15, 


1969 —five days after ths one-hour, 55 
minute trial. Late that afternoon, Battle 
was found dead in his office, the victim 
of a heart attack. 


During the trial, Ray said he disagreed 


with the prosecution's contention there 
was no conspiracy and that Ray acted 
alone. 


In the five years since his trial, Ray 


has continued to insist, in every avail- 
able court, that Foreman coerced him 
into the plea. He said the lawyer hoped 
to make money by boosting the sale of 
William Bradford Huie's book, "He Slew 
the Dreamer." Ray had signed his share 
of the royalties over to the attorney. 


Early this year, the 6th U.S. Circuit 


C o u r t of Appeals ordered 
a 
full 


evidentiary hsaring to determine the va- 
lidity of Ray's claim. The hearing, tech- 
nically a habeas corpus proceeding, will 
be to determine whether the guilty plea 
should be set aside and a new trial or- 
dered. 


Robert Livingston, one of three defense 


lawyers, contends that Ray was duped 
by two professional gunmen who actually 
killed the civil rights leader. He alleges 
the killers were hired by four other men 
who believed King was part of a foreign 
plot to touch off a revolution by black 
Americans.

Ing. They said they did not believe the 
bomb was meant for Dunne, who lives in 
and owns the building. 


The three-story building also houses 


Continental Engraving Inc., and the Ur- 
ban Studies Center of Loyola University. 


Tbc bomb and arson squad said it had 


no clues as to who set the explosion.

After the Impact, Dunne, who was 


alone In the building, said, "The blast 
woke me up. No one knows what hap- 
pened. My wife Is in Tennessee and the 
kids are away." 


Dunne Is a Democrat and a close asso- 


ciate of Mayor Richard J. Daley. He is 
running for re-election in November. 


According to the latest report on em- 


ployment of women in the professional, 
policy-making ranks at U.N. headquar- 
ters, the percentage of female staff in the 
past year has actually fallen — from 
19.87 per cent In 1973 to 19.56 per cent at 
the end of September.

The group wants a target of at least 


one-third women on staff at U.N. head- 
quarters in New York by 1980. Of the 605 
women on the secretariat's total staff of 
3,100, all but 51 are In the bottom half of 
the ranks. 


Waldheim In the past year has ordered 


some discriminatory employment proce- 
dures abolished, such as one that had 
allowed male employes — but not fe- 
males — to take their spouses on home 
leave at U.N. expense. He also has prom- 
ised to ask the General Assembly to al- 
low flexibility in recruiting guidelines to 
increase employment of women.

Some Dwyer 
staffers 
not happy

Two members of the staff in the Dwyer School program for 


emotionally disturbed children expressed unhapplncss Satur- 
day about the way the program Is being run tills year. 


The two both worked In the Dwycr junior high school pro- 


gram last year under former clinical director John \Vhipplc, 
who Is involved In a lengthy hearing in which he is defending 
himself against charges by County Schools Supt. Richard 
Martwlck that he mismanaged the Dwycr program. 


Dwycr psychologist Ray Kcrstcn submitted his resignation 


to the governing board of the Northwest Education Coopera- 
tive Saturday to take a job In the Proviso Township schools. 
Kcrstcn said he resigned "because of personal conviction 
about the way the program Is being run." He said ho may 
elaborate on his concerns in letters to Martwlck and State 
School Supt. Michael Bakalls, but said ho first wants to con- 
sult with his new bosses In Proviso. 


ALSO SATURDAY Dennis Moore, learning disabilities 


teacher in the junior high school program, asked for a trans- 
fer from Dwyer to the Center for Child and Family Studies, 
An outpatient treatment center for children with emotional 
and learning problems that Whlpplc still heads. The NEC gov- 
erning board turned him down by a 7-2 vote. 


Moore said ho requested the transfer because "the changs 


which have occurred have made it pretty difficult for me to 
work." He added he might elaborate on his concerns later, 
but said first he wants to think about the board's action. "I 
wanted the reassignment. I'll have to rccvaluatc what it 
means to me," he said. 


Edith Frcund, NEC board president, said the governing 


board turned down Moore's request because of a feeling that 
It resulted from "poor communication" with the new Dwyer 
Principal Michael Smith. She said, "basically we feel it's 
Dennis's problem. We feel he's profcslonal enough to handle 


Whlpplo was transferred from the Dwycr program to the 


Center for Child and Family Studies at his own request last 
summer during the height of the charges against him by 
Martwlck and former staff members. Smith, former assistant 
principal from Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54, was named to 
head the program in September. 


The Dwycr Junior high program Is part of the whole pro- 


gram and is housed at Hoffman Estates High School, sepa- 
rate from the primary and Intermediate grades. The junior 
high school program has been especially hard.hit by staff 
changes since the charges become public last summer. Two 
teachers In the program, Michael Blskupskl and Bryan Smith, 
were found to lack the proper certification to teach In the 
progrm and NEC staff had difficulty hiring replacements. 


IN OTHER ACTION Saturday, the NEC governing board 


sent a letter of commendation to Dwycr staff members Wil- 
liam Wolllngcr and Robert Taylor, thanking them for their 
help this summer when Martwlck was making charges 
against Whlpplc and the program. 


Mrs. Frcund said Walllnger, a teacher In the Dwycr ele- 


mentary program, and Taylor, a social worker, showed "tal- 
ent and dedication" by helping the NEC administration work 
with parents who were concerned about the charges. 


Also Saturday, the board agreed with Barbara Walker, 


head teacher in the deaf and hard-of-hearing program, that 
she should work slowly with parents who are upset about the 
educational program their children receive. 


A group of parents have said they want their deaf children 


taught by the "oral" method, which emphasizes speech and 
lip-reading, rather than "total communication" which uses 
sign language. Miss Walker said that before changing the 
program "I want to get the parents Into the classrooms 
where tho children are and get some diagnosis and testing for 
the children so we can see how they learn and what sort of 
program will be best for them."

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Park district ivrapup 
Change sought 
in parking lot 


Tho Wheeling Park District has asked the Metropolitan 


Sanitary District to waive water retention requirements for a 
parking lot at Heritage Pork in order to expedite construction 
and save money. 


Tho park board last week decided to make the request, 


noting that If construction of the lot Is not resumed soon, it 
will have to wait until spring. Park board members said the 
unfinished lot is a hazard and do not want to leave it In its 
present condition over the winter. 


About half of the lot is finished, but the remaining work 


cannot bo done until the water retention matter Is resolved. 
Several weeks ago it was discovered that through an error 
not enough retention was provided. 


Park officials said correcting the retention problem will 


cost the district an additional $7,367. 


Comr. Lorraine Lark said the park district has provided 


more than adequate retention on nearby property and sug- 
gested the MSD waive the requirement. In addition, she sold 
If construction is delayed until the sanitary district approves 
the revised plans, cold weather will prevent the work from 
being done this year. 


Park Supt. David Phillips Friday said MSD officials arc 


scheduled to review the request and report back to the park 
district. 


Shorter tennis hours asked 


Several residents of Anthony Road In Wheeling have asked 


the park district to prohibit tennis playing after 10 p.m. nt the 
now tennis courts at Husky Park. 


Tho tennis courts are not yet finished, but park officials 


have sold they intend to allow tennis playing at the park until 
11 p.m. Coin-operated lights will be installed to allow resi- 
dents to play for 25 cents a half-hour. 


Joanne Waymcl, 1014 Anthony M, told the board she 


thinks the hours at the tennis courts should be cut by an hour 
so residents arc not disturbed. 


Mrs. Lark said she would like to sec the park district start 


with the later hours on a "trial basis" and switch if there arc 
problems. "You're not going to know what It'll be like until it 
happens," she said. "I'd like to see us try it first." 


Park board members agreed to keep the courts open until 


11 p.m. for the first two weeks and change them If there is 
excessive noise or loitering. 


$2,495 gas pump purchased 


The park board appropriated $2,493 for a gas pump to ser- 


vice park district maintenance equipment. 


The gas pump and 2,000-gallon tank will be purchased from 


Plckus Construction Co., Waukcgan, the lowest of three bid- 
ders. Phillips said the pump will eliminate the use of cans 
and will save money by preventing trips to gas stations.

Sec. of State Michael Hewlett an- 


nounced that (lie combination forms 
— one for outos and one for trucks 
— will replace 24 types of forms now 
being used for vehicle licenses and cer- 
tificates of title. 


Tho new program, dubbed "Rcgltitlc," 


will speed up service and save tax- 
payers' money. Hewlett sold. He said his 
department already has been cut from 
4,000 employes In January, 1973, to 3,600 
employes and more cuts arc planned 
with the new application system. 


Tho time-saving program will also In- 


volvo phono calls to persons who fall to 
complcto their forms properly. Hewlett 
said tho calls will be made In the early 
evening If the problem Involves some- 
thing like a blank space for the vehicle 
registration number. The phono system 
will cost about 60 cents a call, compared 
to the former mailing process that cost 
$3 a letter, including labor. The phone 
system Is also much faster, he said. 


HOULETT SAID his office has been

Suburbs have 'center9

If a future historian compiles a list 


of dates which mark the devel- 
opment of the Northwest suburbs, he 
might list Oct. 2, 1074. as the date on 
which our area declared Its psy- 
chological independence from the 
City of Chicago. 


It always can be argued that the 


Northwest suburbs arc linked by an 
Iron chain to Chicago, In that we pro- 
vide 
the 
manpower 
and. 
quite 


frequently, the money to fuel the 
city. Wo give our men and women to 
the city In the morning and at night 
they return, having made a contribu- 
tion to the growth of Chicago. 


Always, however, the suburbs have 


been segmented, Isolated from the 
power that exists In tills' nation's 
third largest city. If you listen to a 
Chlcagoan, anything northwest of 
O'llnro Airport Is nothing more than 
cornfields and pretty red barns. To 
them, we exist without clout. 


However, on Oct. 2, when Henry 


Mazer tapped his baton and a rela- 
tive hush fell over the 40,000 persons 
jammed 
into 
Woodficld's Grand 


Court, a new era began In the North- 
west suburbs. 


Yes, we've had big crowds out here 


before. On a sunny Saturday after- 
noon during the summer, Arlington 
Park can still manage to turn out 
20,000 die-hard racing fans. 


But the fact that the Chicago Sym- 


phony could draw 40,000 persons 
from our area and from Chicago 
marks the emerging of a pattern 
which has been developing ever since 
Woodflcld opened In l'J7l. 


The pattern goes back to Rand- 


hurst and other shopping centers that 
found not only did they have a clien- 
tele ready to spend money, they also 
had created a natural gathering 
place — on "agora," or public mar- 
ket place — whore the public could 
gather. 


Since Woodfield's 
opening, 
the 


Grand Court has been used for a va- 
riety of purposes. To some, it is a 
stage for entertainment; for others, 
it is a shady park where It's possible 
to sit and rest your feet before plung- 
ing on with a shopping trip. 


But the Grand Court's become pop- 


ular on its own, in part because mer- 
chants in local communities couldn't 
(or wouldn't) offer the kind of gath- 
ering spot that Woodfield can offer. 


In short, too many local commu- 


nities didn't provide the kinds of 
open shopping malls which have 
made Woodfield important. Wood- 
flcld and other shopping centers have 
developed their own town square, 
and it simply wasn't duplicated. 


But 
Woodfield 
transcends 
just 


being a Northwest suburban gather- 
ing spot, for on Saturday it draws 
thousands of Chicago residents, as 
well as tourists. The Chicago Sym- 
phony's appearance there is nothing 
more than an inevitability, for Wood- 
field Is where the people arc in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Seven years ago, Arlington Heights 


village president, John Woods, sug- 
gested "megaburbia," or the merg- 
ing of all Northwest suburban gov- 
ernments into one unit. That, of 
course, has not come to pass, for vil- 
lage and city governments, with 
their Interminable squabbles over 
land control, can't get together on 
anything. 


But Woods' megaburbia, at least 


on a cultural and psychological level, 
was accomplished when the Sym- 
phony drew all of us together, as 
happened on Oct. 2. 


The acoustics or the ambience arc 


of no matter, for the Grand Court's 
arrived, and we now have our own 
town square, albeit under a celling. 
Even If it's "plastic," as its critics 
might have us believe, it's how it's 
going to be In the Northwest suburbs 
for many years to come.

He's still OK in Kensett 
Wilbur's safe at home

Kensett, Ark. (UPI) - There is a red, 


white and blue sign just off U.S. 67 on 
the way into town that proudly pro- 
claims in 
five-foot 
letters: 
"Wilbur 


Mills Country." And, it still is. 


This is where the chairman of the 


House Ways and Means Committee came 
to manhood, where he played a pretty 
fair first base for the town baseball 
team, where at age seven he went to 
work in bis father's general store, still 
one of the main businesses on First 
Street. 


From here via Harvard law, county 


judge and election to the 76th and suc- 
ceeding Congresses in 1938, sprang Wil- 
bur Daigh Mills, at one point the kindly 
dictator of the House, generally acknowl- 
edged the most powerful man in Con- 
gress. 


Whatever Wilbur Mills may have been 


to insiders, he has always been regarded 
here among the 1,144 townspeople as a 
solid citizen who, through the traditional 
virtues of hard work and clean living, 
climbed high and made them all proud. 


Then last week came the incident In 


Washington, in the car late at night with 
the former strip tease dancer, drinking, 
scratches on the face, broken glasses, 
and shattering of an image at age 65. 


Home folks don't really know what to 


make of all that. But for the moment, 
most of them seem like they'll stick with 
Wilbur. Blood is far thicker in this end of 
the world than scotch and water.

It Is mid-morning Tuesday. A clear Oc- 


tober day except for high, fair weather 
cirrus clouds scudding above John How- 
ell's Conoco service station. 


How have things been faring since 


news of Wilbur came out?

"Politics is nothing but hearsay any-

Time for the 
stranger to leave. Mills gets at least a 1-1 
break here, maybe 2-0. 


The bank of Kensett is another Mills

Adlai defends record, reasserts revenue-sharing stand 


ADLAI STEVENSON

Sen. Adlal E. Stevenson III vigorously 


defended his Senate record and his view 
of government Saturday before his Re- 
publican opponent, George Burditt, and 
newspaper editors from throughout Illi- 
nois. 


Stevenson, appearing with Burditt be- 


fore the annual convention of the Illinois 
Associated Press Managing Editors' 
Assn. at the Arlington Park Towers Ho- 
tel, reiterated stands he has emphasized 
throughout his reelection campaign: 


• Opposition to federal revenue-shar- 


ing.• Federal restraint on wages and 
prices. 
• Creation of a federal gas and oil 


company. 
• Opposition to President Ford's am- 


nesty program tor evaders of the Viet- 
nam war. 


In response to a question on revenue 


sharing, Stevenson told the editors, "The 
federal government has no revenue to 
share; it has only a deficit." 


STEVENSON SAID that while many 


state governments have financial sur- 
pluses, the federal government continues 
to Increase its debt by sending $6 billion 
a year in revenue-sharing funds to 
states. 
"There are better ways to spend that 


money," he declared. "One obvious way 
would be to cut taxes." Illinois, he said, 
sends $100 million more to the federal 
government annually than it receives in 
revenue sharing. 


Stevenson argued that the federal gov- 


ernment must retain some authority over 
wages and prices to prevent a "wage 
and price explosion." He said the govern- 
ment must move slowly toward an "or- 
derly decontrol" of wages and prices in 
order to forestall that explosion and 
avoid the necessity of a return to abso- 
lute restrictions on further increases. 


The junior senator from Illinois defend- 


ed his plan for a federal oil and gas com- 
pany, declaring, "There Is no free enter-

prise In oil and gas." 


"The prices of these products con- 


trolled by OPEC (Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries) contribute 
more than one-half of the current in- 
flation rate," said Stevenson. 


HE SAID THE nation needs its own oil 


company with the power to assert the 
authority of the United States in order to 
bo able to bargain with OPEC nations to 
restrain prices, establish a petroleum re- 
serve and protect independent dealers. 


Stevenson's temper flared briefly after 


Burditt repeated his characterization of 
the senator as "one of the biggest spen- 
ders in government." Stevenson called 
the charge "false and hypocritical" and 
accused Burditt of "cheap politics." 


On amnesty, Stevenson maintained 


that the President is "usurping the func- 
tion of the Congress and the courts" with 
his executive order providing "an al- 
ternative form of punishment" for war 
evaders. 


While he said he favored "justice tem- 


pered with mercy" for young men who 
fled the country to avoid service in Viet- 
nam, he asserted that temperance should 
be done in the courts. 


Burditt and Stevenson found some 


areas of agreement. In response to a 
question whether he agreed with Steven- 
son's concern over America's sharing of 
nuclear technology with other nations, 
Burditt answered 
emphatically, "In 


spades." Both advocated that the United 
States give no nuclear information or 
equipment to foreign nations without the 
right to supervise closely the way in 
which It may be used. 


THE TWO ALSO agreed that close con- 


trol over political campaign contributions 
should be excrlcsed by the candidates 
themselves. Stevenson volunteered that 
"George and I have both done pretty 
much the same voluntary things to re- 
move our campaigns — not from corrup- 
tion — but from the very hint of corrup- 
tion." Both have set limits on the amount 
they will accept from any donor (Burditt, 
$3,000; Stevenson, $3,000), and 
the 


amount of cash (Burditt, $50; Stevenson, 
$10). Regarding those limits, Burditt 
quipped, "I have not been tested on the 
$3,000."

A debate between Adlai Stevenson III 


and George Burditt is like two sparring 
partners having at it: they both job at 
each other but neither draws blood, just 
an embarrassing set of bruises. 


Perhaps it fa because the two candi- 


dates for U.S. Senator have met face to 
face six times during the campaign that 
neither appeared very much In the mood 
to raise his voice In anger or cast asper- 
sions on the other. Often, politicians con 
dirty up each other at the flip of a coin. 


But when Saturday's Stovcnson-Burditt 


verbal clash came to a halting con- 
clusion, they were commended by their 
host for being "such fine gentlemen." 
For Burditt, the consensus was he held 
his own against the biggest name politi- 
cian among Illinois' Democratic Party 
officeholders. 


AFTER ALL, Burditt was No. 4, now 


trying desperately to be No. 1. Three oth- 
er Republicans — Donald Rumsfeld, nil- 
nob Atty. Gen. William Scott and U.S. 
Rep. John Anderson — were thought to 
have more potential for victory against 
the Incumbent Stevenson. 


But they turned down the honor for 


their own reasons and Burditt came out 
of political retirement to make his bid. 


The lanky, 52-year-old attorney and 


former state legislator from LaGrangc, 
who calls himself "on action guy," has a 
few characteristics that Stevenson also 
possesses. Striking were the semi-bald 
heads, conservative attire, lack of flam- 
boy a ncy and serious countenances. Ste- 
venson, in fact, always looks like he has 
a headache. 


Both men also went to Harvard but the 


similarities in mannerisms and ideas 
stop there. Burditt wears a wedding ring, 
Stevenson doesn't. Burditt is a relative 
unknown, Stevenson is a household word. 


"ADLAI HAD MORE name recognition 


when he was born than I will have on the 
day I die," is how Burditt summed up 
Stevenson's good fortune to be named af- 


ter his illustrious father, the former 
Presidential candidate, Illinois governor, 
and U.N. ambassador. More, it gave an 
insight into Burditt's own fortunes on 
Nov. 5. 


Saturday, Burditt, for what must have 


been the l,000tb time during the cam- 
paign, called Stevenson a "big spender." 
"Only 22 senators," Burditt said, "have 
had more impact on inflation." Steven- 
son charged Burditt was quoting phony 
reports on his records. "This charge is 
false and hypocritical," and "a Republi- 
can Party attempt to distort the facts," 
said Stevenson. But Burditt assured the 
audience that the studies were made by 
independent taxpayers' organizations. 


Burditt differed with Stevenson's plan 


to make draft evaders answer to the 
courts for any illegal acts they may have 
committed by fleeing the country. 


"We have to determine what is best for 


the future of this country, what is best 
for our system of laws and what is best 
for the individuals involved," said Bur- 
ditt. He suggested the young men be en- 
couraged to come back by assuring them 
they would not go to jail but they would 
be required to perform alternative ser- 
vice. "There ore a million jobs in this 
country that need doing," he said, 


Burditt sold he favors a continuation of 


the revenue-shoring program, which is 
opposed by Stevenson. The money is 
being used wisely because local officials 
make the decision on how it is spent, not 
"hidden bureaucrats in Washington," 
Burditt said. 


BURDITT SAID he is against the re- 


turn to wage and price controls which he 
said contributed heavily to inflation. 


The candidates showed a little humor 


during the 1%-hour session. 


When one of the four newspaper execu- 


tives on the panel requested that the an- 
swers to the questions be brief, Steven- 
son said, "Good luck." Burditt then told 
Stevenson, "I'll tell you when your two 
minutes are up."

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Breast cancer: no substitute for early detection 


Risk factor varies among women 
Self-exam instruction 
offered 


by PATIUCIA McCORMACK 


Medical research has shown that not 


all women arc at the same risk of devel- 
oping breast cancer. Those Identified 
high risk groups which now arc recog- 
nized Include: 


• Women who never have had chil- 


dren. 


• Women over the age of 33. 
• Women whoso mothers and sisters 


have had breast cancer. 


Of all those identified factors, family 


history of breast cancer probably Is the 
most Important. That is the current med- 
ical thinking. 


Because all women are at the same 


risk, dependent on their age, family his- 
tory and other known and unknown fac- 
tors, science alms Its battle against 
breast cancer In the direction of early 
detection. 


Dr. John P. McCann, president of Life 


Extension Institute in New York, said in 
an Interview that experience shows early 
detection is the most Important determi- 
nant of successful treatment of this can- 
cer, the chief health concern of Ameri- 
can Women. 


The concern is well-founded. There will 


be nearly 90,000 new cases this year. 


Many women discover breast changes 


by themselves. 


"UNFORTUNATELY," 
sold 
Dr. 


McCann, "some of them are late in mak- 
ing the discovery. The Importance of 
such early detection of lumps in the 
breast is the basis behind the practice of 
self-examination of the breasts. 


"However, this monthly examination is 


not to replace the examination by your 
physician conducted at the time of the 
annual checkup, but to supplement it." 


Dr. McCann said should you discover a 


lump or thickening between annual phys- 
icals, you should report this at once to 
your doctor. 


"The lump discovered usually is not 


cancer, but such judgment can only be 
mndo by your doctor," he sold. 


Your local cancer society has educa- 


tional films on self-examination. These 
jjraphlally 
describe 
self-examination 


procedures. In a few months, on the pub- 
lic broadcast network educational tele- 
vision a new program "Feeling Good" 
\vlll debut. This health education pro- 
gram Includes a sequence on breast self- 
examination. 


DR. McCANN ALSO said the X-ray 


technique called mammography should 
be considered by the women at high risk 
especially. This very early detects 
changes which may be malignant. 


This technique is being utilized by 


many hospitals and other health units, 
such as Life Extension Institute of New 
York, one of America's oldest and larg- 
est preventive medicine clinics. 


Dr. McCann said the Institute, which 


examines 1,400 women yearly, including 
many female executives, hails mam- 
mography as promising to give more 
precise results than the conventional pal- 
pation method of examination for breast 
cancer. 


The American Cancer Society calls 


"immense" the life-saving potential of 
mammography. 


The technique of mammography shows 


the inner structure of the breast, and can 
pinpoint small abnormal tissue growths 
— oftentimes before they can be felt. 


SHOULD YOU HAVE one of the known 


risk factors mentioned above, your doc- 
tor already may have suggested that you 
have a mammograph made. 


"It is suggested," Dr. McCann said, 


"that this be conducted periodically for 
all women over the age of 35 for whom 
the procedure had not been utilized." 


Dr. McCann said the recommended 


frequency for repeat mammography has 
not yet been established. In those with 
recognized risk factors, it will most prob- 
ably be recommended at periodic iiter- 
vals.

The women's auxiliary and the medi- 


cal staff of Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal arc offering a program to teach 
breast self-examination to all interested 
women in the area. 


The auxiliary will hold its first instruc- 


tional session in self-examination Thurs- 
day morning, Oct. 31, and it will be re- 
peated on Nov. 1 and Nov. 2. Registra- 
tion for these sessions is not necessary 
and the meetings, to be held in the hospi- 
tal auditorium, will start promptly at 
9:30 a.m. Each session is expected to 
last approximately one hour. 


These instructional sessions will be 


conducted by Northwest Community 
Auxiliary members and a member of the 
medical staff specially trained in the 
technique of breast self-examination. In 
addition to this instruction in self-exam- 
ination, a film on breast cancer will be 
shown. Literature on the technique also 
will be available. 


ACCORDING TO the American Cancer 


Society, breast cancer Is the leading 
cause of death in women between the 
ages of 30 and 55. 


"Studies have shown that only 10 per 


cent of American women practice regu- 
lar monthly breast self-examination," 
said Mrs. Ruthmary Crawford, auxiliary 
president, "and one of the reasons more 


women don't Is because they lack con- 
fidence in their ability to perform the ex- 
amination properly." 


Dr. George Keverian, president of the 


hospital medical staff, said, "At the pre- 
sent time, there is no substitute for early 
detection and prompt treatment of breast 
cancer. Statistics on a five-year survival 
rate for breast cancer, according to the 
American Cancer Society, show that 85 
to 90 per cent of the patients survive 
when diagnosis and treatment 
are 


achieved at an early stage. 


DR. KEVERIAN added, "While mam- 


mography and thermography are assum- 
ing a role in breast cancer detection, the 
majority of breast cancers are 
dis- 


covered by women themselves. Although 
most breast lumps are not malignant, it 
is vital that all women learn the proper 
technique of self-examination and then 
practice it on a regular basis."

HERE ARE A FEW tips to keep 


your sweaters looking better. Never 
drape a sweater on a hanger. Wire 
hangers tend to put little bumps at 
the shoulders and can cause a down- 
ward stretch of the sweater material. 
They should be neatly folded and laid 
flat in a drawer or on a shelf. Stor- 
age in plastic sweater bags keeps 
them from light exposure and dust. 


For long-term closet storage over 


the summer, clean the garment first, 
then store to deter moths. A few 
moth crystals will also help. 


Many sweaters, after hard wear- 


ing, start to pill. A stiff brush should 
solve the problem, but be careful not 
to brush too vigorously as it may 
ruin the natural nap of the material. 


FOLLOW CARE instructions either 


for hand washing, machine washing 
or dry cleaning. Every garment 


holds a tag and the directions are 
meant to be followed. 


Sweaters made of synthetic fabrics 


can go through the washing machine, 
but many woolen sweaters must be 
washed by hand in cold water and 
immersed as briefly as possible. 


Gently squeeze the sweater as you 
wash it and avoid wringing. After 
nnsing, roll the sweater into a bath 
towel to remove some of the mois- 
ture, then lay it flat on another towel 
or sweater rack, arranging it to its 
original shape. 


Calling all parents! 
Have your kids been immunized? 


The nation's health detectives are call- 


Ing all parents. 


They want mothers and fathers to re- 


spond to a nationwide alarm on immuni- 
zations against childhood diseases — and 
the threat of epidemics. 


These include polio — which can 


cripple and kill. Also: measles, mumps, 
rubella, diphtheria, pertussis and teta- 
nus. These, too, can kill. 


The last survey conducted by the Cen- 


ter for Disease Control (CDC) in Atlanta 
showed around 5.8 million of the nearly 


14 million boys and girls in the most sus- 
ceptible age group were unprotected 
against polio, measles, rubella and other 
bad diseases. 


Between nine and 10 million youngsters 


in the same age bracket currently are 
not protected against mumps. 


The specter of preventable epidemics 


among such children Is the reason the 
health detectives all during October are 
beating drums to call attention to the un- 
protected children — urging parents to 
get them immunized. 


Love her, love her houseplants 


My husband and I are at war, cr, hav- 


ing a discussion, again about plants. I 
thought wo had settled It a long time ago 
when my husband's open hostilities were 
threatening my hardiest hoya. 


The Issue was reopened when wo were 


watching a movie on TV. In the course of 
the action the husband-villain was tem- 
porarily deterred from killing his wife 
when ho ran Into a hanging plant. 


"Damn plants " my husband muttered 


from the couch. 


"See, they are oven a crime deter- 


rent!" I told him. 


"Yeah, but that guy was probably driv- 


en crazy by having to put up with all 
that green stuff In the house." 


"Look," I said, "besides all the rea- 


sons I've given you In the past, it has 
now become very chic to have a lot of 
houseplants — and big ones at that." 


"I'VE NOTICED. Having to climb 


down Into Flaxton's basement rcc room 
on a vine was a bit much though." 


"That's why Alice and Henry colled It 


a Tarzan and Jane party. Otherwise they 
would have had to cut back the plant." 


"Now that I think of it, plants are vir- 


tually taking over all of our friends' 
houses. Where you used to hear the pat- 


ter of little feet, now you hear the crunch 
of dried and fallen leaves." 


I had to admit he was right. My 


friends' steamy bathrooms are homes for 
lush jungle plants, which usually don't 
come — or stay small. There have been 
moments when using such a room I have 
felt a kind of privacy similar to an emer- 
gency stop In the woods. 


Kitchens, too, as successful plant rais- 


ers know, are good growing grounds be- 
cause of the higher humidity. And, when 
dining in friends' homes, I'm beginning 
to take a greater interest in the salads. 


AT FIRST I wasn't going to mention 


these observations to my husband. But 
then I did. 


"Sec, I'm not all that bad with the 


plants It could be worse. The kind I 
grow are distributed around the house 
and don't need a humid bathroom or 
kitchen climate. All mine need is com- 
pany." 


Ho thought for a minute, and I was 


sure he would see the reasonableness of 
my plant-keeping. 


"Maybe so," he said slowly, "but I'll 


bet I'm the only guy I know who has to 
share his bed with bis wife and a cac- 
tus!" 


He has a point. 


THE NATIONAL Awareness Program 


on Immunizations is being run with help 
from the American Academy of Pediat- 
rics, the American Medical Association, 
the Center for Disease Control and many 
concerned public and private organiza- 
tions also on the health team. 


The disease fighters cautioned: 
"Dangerously low national childhood 


immunization levels open the doors to 
the threat of epidemics and have 
spurred the designation of October as 
Immunization Action Month. 


The large group of unprotected pre- 


school children means very clearly that 
there is a possibility of epidemics in 
childhood diseases 


How did this happen? 
Immunization became a widespread 


and accepted practice when safe, effec- 
tive vaccines became available for dis- 
ease control. Threats of epidemics, as a 
result, have almost disappeared from the 
public mind. 


M\NY PARENTS of young children 


arc less conscious of the continued need 
for immunization Unwittingly, they have 
created the base for the recurrence of 
the diseases. 


Dr. John J. Wltte, director of the CDC 


Immunization Division, said if an epi- 
demic occurs, it is most likely to spread 
quickly among children in the 1 to 4 age 
group The playpen and sandbox set. 


He said 
the accompanying com- 


plications of childhood disease such as 
polio, measles and mumps, disabling 
their victims for life and frequently caus- 
ing dfith, cannot be overstated. 


Rubella, transmitted to voung women 


of child-bearing age, is the greatest 
cause of infant birth defects. 


"The statistics are really pretty fright- 


ening," Dr. Witte said. "In 1963, some 84 
per cent of children between the ages of 
1 and 4 were vaccinated against polio. 


"Last year the figure was down to 60.4 


per cent. That simply isn't enough to 
prevent epidemics. Anyone who remem- 
bers the polio epidemics . . . when 
thousands of children were permanently 
disabled knows what that means." 


Some other points about the diseases: 
• Only 612 per cent of young children 


were Immunized against measles last 
year. Dr. Witte commented that "some 
people still regard measles as a harm- 
less disease and aren't too concerned 
about having their children immunized. 
But before vaccines became available 11 
years ago, hundreds of children died 
each year from the disease. Encephalitis 
with permanent brain damage is a com- 
mon measles complication. 


• The real horror is that not enough 


children are being immunized now to as- 
sure that epidemics will not occur on a 
broad scale. 


• A further danger created by lowered 


Immunization levels among very young 
children involves exposure to such dis- 
eases contracted by them by older 
unimmunized children and adults. In the 
older children and adults, for example, 
what would be a "mild" childhood dis- 
ease for preschool children can create 
serious complications.

Diagnostic test 


Early and direct diagnosis of liver cir- 


rhosis, now an elusive feat, could become 
as simple as a blood test using dis- 
coveries explained at the annual meeting 
of the American Chemical Society. 


Specific differences in the enzyme 


makeup of blood plasma from people 
with normal and fibrotic livers were de- 
scribed by Dr. Ada Wen-Shang Ma Lin of 
the Naval Regional Medical Center in 
Philadelphia. To date there is no direct 
test of liver function, except needle biop- 
sy, which aids in tho early diagnosis of 
cirrhosis/Liver biopsy Is painful and of- 
ten complicated. And it can only sample 
a very small portion of the liver at one 
time.

Before your child starts playing a mu- 


sical instrument, particularly a wind in- 
strument such as a clarinet or saxo- 
phone, a New York orthodontist recom- 
mends you check first with your dentist. 


Dr. Ernest Herman said some in- 


struments with some individuals could 
cause a variety of dental problems, rang- 
ing from faulty alignment of teeth to 
gum difficulties. 


He said in a report in the September 


issue of the Journal of the American 
Dental Association that millions of chil- 
dren are playing Instruments they se- 
lected themselves or are studying music 
in schools with instruments that may 
have been assigned to them on a hap- 
hazard basis. 


"As a result, thousands of children are 


not dentally or temperamentally suited 
to their instruments," he said. "Many a 
would-be musician is handicapped from 
the start and will never be any more 
than mediocre In his field. 


"EVERY DENTIST delivering proper 


service to his patients should advise 
would-be musicians, teachers and par- 
ents about various factors related to den- 
tistry that are involved in the playing of 
wind Instruments. A dental consultation 
should be held before a great amount of 


time, effort and money Is spent in this 
pursuit." 


One reason is that a good part of the 


weight of the instrument rests on the 
lowerlip which is supported by teeth. 
Herman said continued pressure on the 
teeth decreases blood circulation in the 
bone. 


He said the strong muscles of the jaw 


also unintentionally increase the outward 
pressure against some upper teeth which 
can harm teeth alignment. 


PLAYING THE BRASS Instruments, 


the trumpet, trombone and horns, causes 
compression of the lips against the upper 
and lower teeth. Herman said extended 
periods of playing have caused some mo- 
bility of teeth. 


He said anyone with sharp or irregular 


front teeth would suffer lip pain playing 
the oboe or bassoon and a person with a 
short upper lip would have difficulty 
playing the flute. 


Some string instruments also have po- 


tential for problems. Herman said stud- 
ies have shown that violin playing causes 
pressure on the jaw, which holds the vio- 
lin against the shoulder, and this may 
lead to a faulty bite in some people.

'Deep-discount' bonds offer 
double investment benefit

Slocks and bonds offered two distinctly 


different ways to invest for years. Stocks 
represented an equity interest with wide- 
ly varying risks and dividend yields — If 
any. Most equities were purchased with 
the expectation that any Increase In val- 
ue would produce a capital gain. Only so- 
called Income stocks were bought for 
regular Income. Bonds, on the other 
hand, offered Interest Income at a fixed- 
dollar return. 


Today, the distinctions between these 


two Investment instruments arc blurred 
— h one sizable corner, at least. You 
can blame inflation for creating double- 
benefit, deep-discount bonds — ones that 
offer regular interest plus the potential 
for a capital gain. Deep-discount bonds 
represent a reaction to competitive long- 
term Interest rates. As a result of high 
Interest rates, they are a financial phe- 
nomenon today. Hero's how they work: 


WHEN CORPORATE or negotiable 


U.S. Treasury bonds are first Issued, 
they yield Interest comparable with rates 
paid on bonds of similar rating or quali- 
ty. If long-term interest rates Increase, 
the price of the bond declines until the 
coupon or stated rate in dollars yields a 
competitive rate. 


For example, suppose a bond was Is- 


sued years ago with a coupon rate of 4.5 
per cent. At this rate, a $1,000 bond 
would pay $-13 annual interest. At matur- 
ity the Issuing company or the U.S. Trea- 
sury is obligated to repay the ouncr 
$1,000 regardless of what he may have 
paid for It. 


But in today's bond market, no prudent 


Investor would pay $1,000 for a bond that 
pays only $45 annual Interest. If you 
owned such a bond and wanted to sell It 
on the secondary market, It would bring 
perhaps $200. At that price the $45 an- 
nual interest would amount to a current 
yield of 9 per cent. A reduction in price 
from $1,000 to $300 represents a signifi- 
cant discount — hence the name "deep- 
discount bond." 


MANY ISSUES of U.S. Treasury bonds 


and certain well-known companies trade 
regularly in the secondary market much 
like shares of stock In the over-the-count- 
er market. Prices of such bonds vary 
dally in lino with long-term Interest 
rates. 


Prices of bonds on the secondary mar-

ket arc affected by their maturity 'date 
as well as currently competitive long- 
term Interest rates. Since the U.S. Trea- 
sury or the Issuing company must pay 
(ha bond owner $1,000 at maturity, a part 
of the maturity value is factored into the 
price. 


Using the example above, suppose the 


bond will mature in 1099 — 25 years 
hence. Over the 25 years to maturity, the 
bond you might buy for $500 acquires an 
average of $20 In added value each year 
if figured on a straight-line basis. 


However, the present value of the bond 


to maturity Is calculated by applying 
compound Interest. Thus, the increase is 
not an even amount each year. The pre- 
sent value calculation is a difficult one, 
and bond tables arc available to find the 
yield to maturity. The two yields will 
generally be close for a bond with a ma- 
turity date far in the future. 


If the bond will be redeemed for its 


face value within a few years, the differ- 
ence between current yield and yield to 
maturity will be greater. The current 
yield will be lower for these bonds. 


NOW - LOOK at the other character- 


istic of deep-discount bonds. Should long- 
term interest rates decline, as they can 
l>c expected to do, bond prices would rise 
accordingly. Selling deep-discount bonds 
at a higher price produces a capital gain. 
If the bonds were owned for six months 
or longer, the profit would be a long 
term capital gain taxable at about half 
normal rates. 


Deep-discount bonds, thus, offer a 


double benefit — high current Interest 
plus an opportunity for a capital gain. 
Such an opportunity is not without risk, 
ns the price could fall farther if long- 
term interest rates continue to increase. 


Wliilo the future of Interest rates Is 


anybody's guess, chances favor an in- 
crease In bond prices rather than a de- 
crease over the next fow years. A sim- 
ilar situation existed during 1D66 and 1970 
but to a lesser degree than today.

Recovering new oil from old wells

NEW YORK - If olt wells could bo 


made to yield SO per cent rather than the 
31 per cent average recovered from the 
ground by today's ordinary pumping 
methods, 80 billion barrels could bo 
added to the proven crude-oil reserves In 
tho United States. 


"That would be nearly as much addi- 


tional oil as all the petroleum produced 
In tho United States since the first well 
was drilled In 1839," said Wayne E. 
Glenn, president of Continental Oil Co.'s 
Western Hemisphere Petroleum Divi- 
sion. 


Glenn believes tho recovery rate can 


bo pushed up to 60 per cent by various 
secondary and tertiary methods — wntor 
flooding, steam Injection, fire flooding 
and a new Injection process called surf- 
actant wash. Conoco hopes to uso tho 
new process with great success at Big 
Muddy, Wyo., for tertiary recovery from 
wells drilled way back In the 1920s.

barrels of proven domestic reserves but 
we have been thinking only of secondary 
recovery methods," he said. 


In testimony before the Texas Railroad 


Commission, which regulates the oil In- 
dustry in the Lone Star State, and In arti- 
cles In Conoco house organs, Glenn has 
given some startling examples. 


At Cat Canyon in California's Santa 


Maria Valley, for instance, a group of 
ancient wells was revitalized by steam 
injection some years ago. Now produc- 
tion is falling again but'Conoco expects 
to double or triple its output once more 
by flro flooding and — or surfactant 
wash treatment. At Big Muddy, Glenn 
confidently expects to increase the out- 
put of typical ancient well from a meas- 
ly 20 barrels a day to more than 200 
barrels by the surfactant wash. 


THE AIM OF ALL these processes is 


simply to thin the thick, vlscuous crude 
that sticks in tho porous rocky ground, 
making It flow naturally towards well 
shafts tho way the lighter petroleum docs 
during a well's younger years. 


But s i m p l i c i t y ends with tho 


goal. Using any of the processes is com- 
plicated. It involves expensive equipment 
and the solution of many engineering and 


ecological problems. Huge amounts of 
water are needed and often the water 
must be treated before it can be injected 
into oil wells. Also, it must be disposed of 
after use in such a way that it does not 
pollute the area's natural groundwater 
supply. 


In Texas, the oil companies have used 


for oil recovery stream water so full of 
sulphates and chlorides it's not fit to 
drink, treating it and disposing of it care- 
fully afterwards. The use of this bitter 
water for oil well Injection reduced the 
natural pollutitn of nearby lakes — a 
bonus for the local communities.

Video can be a President's 
supreme ally—or adversary 


NEW YORK — The so-called, credi- 


bility gap of the American Presidency 
seems to have widened Into a grand can- 
yon in recent months. 


And television may be the great bull- 


dozer of public opinion. It can dig deeper 
or fill in the hole, depending on the 
events. 


Former President Nixon, who went be- 


fore the American public time after time 
to profess his innocence In the Watergate 
scandal, plunged the credibility of the 
Presidency to an all-time low before he 
resigned office. The Watergate tapes 
sealed his fate as a teller of truth. 


HOWEVER, THERE seemed to be a 


national catharsis after President Nixon 
resigned on television. Then too, Presi- 
dent Ford's call for openness in govern- 
ment and an end of the.political paranoia 
of his predecessor hit a pleasant chord. 
This time, television was the healer and 
the comfort was immediate. 


But that was before the pardon of Nix- 


on in September. And TV was there too, 
and Its effect also was immediate. After 
that date, the polls showed a tremendous 
drop in Ford's popularity. 


Why did he do it, people asked? And 


how could wo believe this man who 
called for openness? Political cynics 
shouted that Ford's pardon smacked of a 
deal, another covcrup especially in an 
era — not just of smoke-filled rooms — 
but of smoke-filled mansions. 


THUS IT WAS on this note — the par-

right thing. But his critics also will reaf- 
firm their position that things are not 
right. 


The President has not cleared the air 


by his appearance. All he has done is left 


the pardon in the hands of rumor mong- 
ers, professional leaksters, and a crush 
of reporters seeking the latest scoop or 
Pulitzer Prize. 


Each will have his ax to grind. Al- 


though the nation may be served by it, it 
will not be soothed. The credibility gap 
of the 1960s seems to have become the 
chasm of the '70s. And TV will be there 
to record It.

Want-ads get results 
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Surviving a tough year on the farm 


EDITOR'S NOTE: In June Herald

It Is tho middle of October, the begin- 


nings of the fall harvest, the time of the 
"big sweat" for tho Illinois grain former. 


Tho combines In Kane County run late 


Into the night, swallowing six corn stalks 
at a time, biting off tho cars, chewing 
away tho kernels, spitting naked cobs out 
tho back at three miles nn hour. Trucks, 
loaded with corn, race bnck and forth 
from tho grain elevators, dropping off 


tho golden kernels for drying and storing 
until the price Is right or the farmer 
needs the money. 


And men like 28-year-old Elmer Gram- 


' Icy wonder: What will happen when it's 


time for his corn to go to market? Will 
the government step in again and send 
prices plunging? And how about next 
year? Can he get enough fertilizer and 
seed to stay in business? 


THIS IS THE YEAR of uncertainty for 


the grain former. Maybe it will be a 
good year, maybe a bad year. But for 
now, nobody really knows. The law of 
supply and demand is out of kilter; the 
economy, out of control. And the farmer 
Is nervous because he doesn't know what 
to expect. 


"Every year is a gamble, but this year

more so than others," said Elmer, man- 
ager of the crop side of the 1,400-acre 
Gramlcy groin-hog operation. "It's a 
great atmosphere for ulcers. Back in '67, 
'G8 and '69, if the price of corn would 
change a nickel and the price of hogs 
would change SO cents, we would call it a 
trend for the next three to six months. 
Now It could change that much In a day. 


"And costs, farmers are most nervous 


about costs. The price of the raw product 
Is going up, but our inputs arc going up 
even faster. We've ordered seed corn for 
next spring but it'll be at whatever the 
price the dealer wants to charge." 


While Wisconsin farmers slaughter 


their cows in protest of bod markets, Illi- 
nois grain farmers work 15, hours a day, 
trying to beat tho snow, trying to get the 
crop out of the ground because' every 
kernel and each soybean means a little 
more money. 


Elmer and his 30-year-old brother I .con 


Loon Gramley drives his combine through the fields. 


share the harvest with neighbors. They 
run the combines, load the trucks and 
then plow the fields, mashing stalks and 
cobs into the ground for better soil. To- 
gether, the two families will harvest 
1,800 acres of feed corn and 500 acres of 
soybeans. If they're lucky — if the 
weather holds dry and clear — they'll be 
out of the fields by Thanksgiving. 


"This year we've had a good weather 


for the harvest," said Elmer. "And tho 
whole harvest will be dry if I have any- 
thing to say about it. If that happens, it 
will be the only good thing about the 
whole year. Everyone's been getting his 
licks in on the farmer, including Mother 
Nature." 


THE WEATHER has not been kind to 


the farmer. Spring was too wet. The 
frost — the most devastating since '36, 
say the oldtimers — came too early. Be- 
causes of heavy rains, planting was late, 
weed killer washed away and many 
acres had to be redone, costing the farm- 
er double in seed and herbicides. To 
make matters worse, the Sept. 22 frost 
stopped the crops from reaching matur- 
ity, meaning lighter weight kernels, 
greener soybeans and fewer bushels per 
acre since a bushel is sold by weight, not 
volume. 


Last year the Gramlcys harvested an 


average of 100 bushels of corn per acre; 
this year, they expect to get only 80 to 85 
bushels for each of their 1,000 acres of 
No. 2 yellow corn used basically as feed 
and byproducts like cornflakes and corn- 
starch. 


"Tho normal drying channels of tho 


plant were ruined by the frost," Leon ex- 
plained. "The plant stopped growing too 
soon. So now tho corn has to dry in the 
air like a wet rag." 


"The beans got hit harder because 


they were planted later. That could be 
bad," said Elmer, hoping for about 35 
bushels (beans currently go for about 
$8.35 a bushel) an acre from his 240 
acres of soybeans. "Greener beans mean 
green meal and the farmer will be dock- 
ed. The beans would be all right if house- 
wives wero ready to accept green mar- 
garine." 


The frost may hurt some small farm- 


ers, even put them out of business. But it 
won't hit the Gramleys too hard because 
of what Elmer calls "diversification" 
and good management. 


THE GRAMLEYS don't count on corn 


and beans for all their profit. They har- 
vested 20 acres of peas and 115 acres of 
winter wheat during tho summer. And 
they also can afford to hold on to their 
crops for a time, not having to run to the 
grain broker ("The Man" as the farmer 
calls him) with their total yield to take 
whatever they can get. 


"It is economically feasible to keep 


corn and beans for 12 months," Elmer 
said. But deciding when to sell isn't easy. 
Deciding when, how much and to whom 
could mean thousands of dollars differ- 
ence in the bank. 


Elmer refused to speculate on how 


much money he will make this year. He 
knows his yield will be less this year and 
that he will likely get docked for a poor- 
er quality product. He is positive that 
his profit won't be as big as last year, a 
particularly good year for the farmer. 
Even if the price per bushel for corn and 
soybeans shoots up because of predicted 
shortages, the price of the farmers' over- 
head Is rising even faster. 


Fertilizer is another problem. In the 


fall, Elmer usually spreads liquid fertili- 
zer on his fields. This year, he had to 
settle for dry fertilizer, which is not as 
effective. As a result, the Gramleys are 
considering planting more soybeans next 
year. Even though they are harder to 
harvest than corn, they require less fer- 
tilizer. 


"Used to be you could go to the fertili- 


zer salesman and say 'I tbink I could 
get it cheaper elsewhere* and he would 
come down in price a little," Elmer 


reminisced. "Now we say 'Have you got 
any?' " 


WHEN FARMERS get together during 


harvest they talk about two things: yield 
and politics. Lately, the talk around the 
Gramley's place has been about Presi- 
dent Ford stopping the $3.4 million grain 
export deal to Russia on Oct. 5. 


When Ford canceled the grain deal, the 


Chicago Board of Trade cut back trad- 
ing. As a result, the price of beans and 
corn dropped 50 cents to SI a bushel near 
Kancvillc, where the Gramleys live. 


"The government stopped us because 


tho government was afraid there would 
not be enough food for the American con- 
sumer. The American people will just 
have to pay more for his food product 
and the farmer will have to be more as- 
sured of a certain income," Elmer said. 
"There will be no shortages if the con- 
sumer tells us what she wants. 


"Right now the consumer is telling the 


farmer that she doesn't want beef and 
the farmers are saying we won't raise 
beef," he said. 


Leon, who figures he could make more 


money by selling the 35,000 bushels of 
feed corn than by selling his hogs that 
eat it, put it another way. "This is the 
message they're giving us now: 'Take a 
vacation.'"

Kangaroo hunt has Chicago hopping 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The clsuivo 


Northwest Side Kangaroo seems to 
have learned survival in the city. It 
feeds from garbage cans and appar- 
ently knows where to hide. 


The last bona fide sighting of the 


kangaroo which has hopped around a 
Northwest Side nclghborood since at 
least Friday was Saturday night, po- 
lice said. It was raiding a garbage 
can In an alley, about 10 blocks west 
of where a paper boy saw it in the 
morning. 


"We've had a couple of calls today 


but they were both phonics, appar- 
ently kids," police sold Sunday. 


POLICE HAVE NOT as yet devel- 


oped any special "kangaroo control 
plan," but the veterinarian at Lin- 
coln Park Zoo said the zoo, If asked 
by police to help, would use a three- 
man team. 


"One guy grabs him by the tail, 


then one grabs the hind feet and an- 
other grabs the forefeet," Dr. Eric 
Maschgan said. "I'm not suggesting 
it's a simple thing. The man who 
grabs his tall has to wrestle him. The 
kangaroo will put up a struggle." 


A couple of policemen learned that 


lesson well early Friday when they 
followed the kangaroo on patrol. 
When they tried to corner it, they got 
some bruises for their efforts. 


"Wo got him in a corner and pun- 


ched him in the head a couple of 
times," patrolman Michael Byrne 
said. "But his punch was brutal." 


Several persons had called the sta-

Wallabies are only about 
three feet tall but otherwise re- 
semble kangaroos which are about 
five feet tall, he said. 


The big puzzle remains: Where did

More environmentally advantageous 
Federal report favors 
apartment communities 


WASHINGTON (UPIX- High density 


residential areas — such as row-house 
and apartment-type communities — cost 
less and are more environmentally ad- 
vantageous than the traditional single- 
family American suburb, the government 
said In a report Sunday. 


The report, which centered on the spi- 


raling cost of urban sprawl, could have 
an impact on federal policy and state 
and local land use planning for city 
growth. For the past few years the 
phenomenal growth of city areas has 
been turning rural land into urban prop- 
erty at the rate of 2,000 acres a day. 


"Although the report does not conclude 


that any particular development or hous- 
ing type is best, it seriously challenges 
the assumption 
that the 
traditional 


single-family house-is the most desir- 
able," said Russell E. Train, head of the 


U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. 


THE REPORT WAS issued by the 


EPA along with the Dept. of Housing and 
U r b a n Development and President 
Ford's Council on Environmental Quali- 
ty. 


Train told a briefing the report will be 


influential in such areas as federal 
spending for waste treatment or other 
projects which in themselves might stim- 
ulate growth. 


Russell W. Peerson, chairman of the 


CEQ, said it was "vital" that community 
planning take into account sociological 
needs to avoid the "mistakes of the 
past" which produced crime and other 
conditions In crowded city areas. 


The report said a high-density planned 


community with perhaps 30,000 residents 
on 3,000 acres, including open spaces, is 
44 per cent cheaper in terms of initial 
investment than the low-density sprawl 


community. The biggest savings, it said, 
are In construction of residential build- 
ings. 


THE HIGH-DENSITY community also 


generates about 45 per cent less air pol- 
lution — because the buildings use less 
hoat than single-family houses, and be- 
cause automobiles are driven less. There 
also is less water pollution, the report 
said, because storm water runoff from 
paved areas — a major source of such 
pollution — is concentrated into smaller 
areas. 


Denser developments can also save up 


to 44 per cent In energy consumption, 
compared to low-density towns, because 
of reduced automobile use and fewer de- 
mands for whole-house heating and air 
conditioning. There also can be up to a 35 
per cent reduction in water use in clus- 
terd communities because, among other 
things, there are fewer lawns to water.

main attractions Saturday as more than 100 persons met to 
discuss the cooperative way to confront rising food prices. 


Ogling produce that oulsizcd and underprlced store-bought 


varieties, adults and youngsters alike were on hand in Arling- 
ton Heights to hear an explanation of how effective an organ- 
ized approach to buying food could bo. 


Eying a huge green pepper among the "props" brought by 


leaders of the Good People's Cooperative, one woman ex- 
claimed, "My Cod, it's gorgeous." Others in the audience 
were talking among thcmsclcs when they heard, "Our eggs 
are so fresh we have to cook them five minutes longer" and 
"Our meat Is out of this world." 


THE STANDING.ROOM-ONLY gathering at the Arlington 


Heights Memorial Library was called to meet the over- 
whelming response by housewives In the Northwest suburbs 
to Herald articles describing the money-saving activities of 
the Good People's Cooperative, based In DCS Plalncs. About 
200 telephone calls were received by co-op leaders from per- 
sons Inquiring how they could join the organization or form 
one of their own. 


Some of the people in attendance took notes and two women 


used tape recorders to focus on what co-op organizers Tonya 
Kcaton, Arlcne Margowsky and Fran Lapldcs had to say 
about setting up food cooperatives. 


The three women, who offered to establish co-ops for a fee, 


encouraged the consumers to rebel against the high cost of 
eating and the quality of what they're eating. "We're tired of 
being taken advantage of," said Mrs. Margowsky. "It's frus- 
trating when you pick up a can with three prices on it and 
you know what the store paid for it and what you have to 
pay." 


"We buy for the common good of all our members," said 


Mrs. Kcaton. "We get better quality foods and lower prices 
for our members." 


The two women are coordinators of the co-op and Mrs. 


Lapldea Is membership chairman. In a sense, they may be- 
come business consultants as a result of Saturday's meeting. 
A show of hands indicated several more large-scale coopera- 
tives may bo In the offing, and another meeting will be held 
to discuss this potential. 


THE TIIItKK WOMEN also may have taken on the posture 


of "saviours" to the seemingly action-minded audience. They 
explained that their 02-mcmbcr organization functions as a 
team effort In which one person from each family partici- 
pates. Therefore, they said, they arc able to buy meat, cheese 
and produce in bulk from wholesalers, eliminate factors that 
contribute to store mark-ups and assure themselves of good 
quality merchandise. 


The audience, some of whom were representing friends, 


neighbors and organizations, were mostly convinced of the 
concept "the bigger the buying power, the better." As It is, 
they have various personal ways of buying to save money: 


• "We buy less and watch for specials," sold one woman. 
• "I buy a cheaper grade of meat," said another. 
• "We used to cat roost beef or steak. Now we cat tuna 


casserole," confessed a third. 


• "I go to resale shops to buy bread and clothing," a fourth 


woman said. 


A man was planning to continue high quality food because 


"if you feed the people right, you eliminate the medical 
bills." 


The meeting was covered by an ABC-TV network crew that 


plans to feature the co-op in a film report. 


Mrs. Keaton. for one, is keeping her perspective about the 


attention she is getting. "Next week Is going to be so boring," 
jhc said. "I'm going back to doing dishes and changing dia- 
pers."

The loss not only spoiled the Mustangs' 


Homecoming, but It also ended any chan- 
ces they bad for top spot in the MSL's 
South Division. 


Prospect still had a chance at the time 


of their win, as they awaited the results 
of the Schaumburg-Elk Grove game on 
Saturday. 


The Friday game was marred by pe- 


nalties, which especially hurt the Mus- 
tangs. They were penalized 108 yards, 
giving the Knights five first downs. 


The Knights, who were penalized 70 


yards, were the only team to score In the 
first half. 


They did it twice, but only one counted. 
Just 23 seconds into the second quar- 


ter, Don Meyer barrelled 14 yards for the 
only official scoring In the first half.

The Mustangs, though, according to 


conch Angela Barro and his staff, were 
hurt by poor officiating throughout the 
game.

and on third down and long yardage, 
Quade threw a 22-yard pass to Paul 
Clancy to get out of the hole. 


Three plays later, Keith Mason broke 


loose up the middle for a 60-yard touch- 
down, and with only 6:27 left in the 
game, the Knights owned a 19-7 lead. 


When the Mustangs fumbled on the 


first play following the kickoff, people 
started to leave the stands figuring the 
excitement was over.

l,arry I.lntnrr, the man brought In by 


personnel director BUI Byrne to patch up 
the prevent tccnndary, look one look and 
flew hack to Ohio. What Llntner saw was 
n II-3Q Inn to Charlotte nearly three 
weeks ago In Soldier Field. 


Now your Chicago Fire has tost seven 


consecutive games after starting 4-0 and 
7-2. The home season ends Wednesday 
versus The Hawallans. How many will 
attend these final lakcfront rites? 


Your losing streak rivals only tho 


defunct Detroit Wheels who dropped 
their first 10 games, then beat Eastern 
division lending Florida, only to lose 
three more and fold up financially. 


Once, you were badly embarrassed be- 


fore the home folks. Trailing 15-3 with 
one dozen minutes remaining, your Fire 
was shot down by four touchdowns as 
Florida romped, 45-17. 


It Is not n good situation. You must he 


disappointed. 


I know that I am. 
There arc four games remaining on the

All Origer wanted out of this first

Wliat will cure hiccups? 


I hove hail several attacks of hiccups. The last was about 


three weeks ago. It lasted for one week while I was placed In 
a hoipllnl. The treatment I received was not specific, but 
consisted of tranqulllicn and sleeping pills. 


I would like to know If there Is any rather direct treatment 


for hiccups. I have stopped drinking any effervescent drinks 
and colas and pop. 


There arc many cures of hiccups. Most work best If dono 


Just at the time tho hiccups were going to stop anyway, In 
spite of what you do. Then you can say, wisely, that you 
cured your hiccups. 


Breathing Into n brown paper bag — I have always won- 


dered why It must be brown — standing on your head, hold- 
ing your breath, or having someone scare you all work — 
provided you do it just when tho hiccups arc ready to stop 
anyway. Timing is very Important because If you use these 
and many other remedies before tho hiccups arc ready to 
stop anyway, your treatment will be a failure. 


Treating many hiccups Is much like treating a cold. A cold 


may last a week if you don't treat it and will only last seven 
days If you do. 


Some hiccups arc caused by detention of the stomach and 


factors that Irritate the diaphragm just above the stomach. 
Hence, overeating, gas on the stomach, and hlatal hernia of 
part of the stomach through the diaphragm can bo factors. 
You arc wise to ovoid the soda drinks. 


HICCUPS ALSO CAN be caused by Irritation of an area in 


tho brain. Finally, they seem to bo related to a reflex that 
involves the back of the throat. 


Other than tho passage of time and the use of sedatives or 


similar methods, 1 know of two direct methods that arc help- 
ful in some cases. 


Tho first Is done by taking a teaspoon and putting some 


vinegar on tho back sldo of tho spoon. Then open tho mouth 
and rub tho spoon at tho area near tho uvula In the back of 
the throat. Tho uvula Is tho lobe of tissue hanging down tho 
mldllno at tho back of tho throat Tho uvula should bo touch- 
ed. Tho vinegar or tho mechanical action may stop the hic- 
cups at onco hi some people. Apparently this local action 
Intcrcfcrcs with tho hiccup rclfcx and effects a cure. 


STILL ANOTHER cure was reported about three years ago 


by Dr. Edgar Englcmon and colleagues, then from the Miami 
School of Medicine. They found that tho old treatment of 
swallowing a teaspoon of dry, granulated sugar stopped tho 
hiccups in 10 of 20 cases. In some instances tho hiccups had 
been present more than 24 hours before treatment was at- 
tempted. In those that had a recurrence of tho hiccup, repeat- 
ing tho simple treatment stopped them immediately. 


Tho sugar treatment Is not because of tho glucose or any- 


thing llko that. It may bo closely related to tho spoon and 
vinegar treatment and by mechanically stimulating tho back 
of the throat with the granular material, it may Interrupt tho 
hiccup reflex mechanism. 


Neither of those treatments are dangerous, so tho next Umo 


you have hiccups, try cither one and see if it works. It could 
be a sweet way to avoid spending a week In tho hospital.

breast cancer 
in 1.5% tested 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A preliminary 


report released this week by the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society says breast cancer 
was detected In 1.5 per cent of 42,000 
women screened over the age of 35, and 
another 8.2 per cent of the women had 
"suspicious" symptoms. 


At a news conference at the Waldorf- 


Astoria, Dr. George Rosemond, new 
president of the ACS and professor of 
surgery at Temple University in Phila- 
delphia, said the report was based upon 
results obtained from screening women 
at 25 Breast Cancer Detection Demon- 
stration Projects throughout the country. 
Those tested had no disccrnable cancer 
symptoms before the tests were con- 
ducted. 


Rosemond said the preliminary report 


showed that on physical examination 
alone, breast cancers were found in "1.5 
per cent of the women" and another 8.2 
per cent were, labeled suspicious enough 
to warrant further study. Tho remaining 
90.3 per cent had negative test results. 


The same women, Rosemond said, 


were also tested by a mammography, or 
X-ray examination, which showed a sim- 
ilar 1.5 per cent cancer rate and a 9.7 
per cent "suspicion" rate. 


HE SAID A THIRD examination, thcr- 


mography, which is not so reliable as the 
physical examination or mammography 
and is used only in conjunction with oth- 
er tests, showed detection of "possible" 
breast cancers in 17.3 per cent of the 
women screened, with 74.2 per cent re- 
sponding negatively. Tests on tho remain- 
ing 8.6 per cent were labeled "unsatis- 
factory." 


The screening process, Rosemond sdid, 


consists of careful history of the patient, 
clinical breast examination, thennogra- 
phy and mammography. 


He said each continuing study will 


screen 5,000 women who are over 35 and 
who have no breast cancer symptoms 
during the study's first year. In the sec- 
ond year, each project will screen an ad- 
ditional 5,000 asymptomatic women over 
35 years of age and the first 5,000 women 
screened will have followup exam- 
inations. 


ROSEMOND ALSO released an ACS 


policy statement on surgical treatment of 
breast cancer. 


"A current controversy over tho surgi- 


cal treatment of breast cancer has ten- 
ded to divert attention from the impor- 
tance of early diagnosis through breast 
self-examination, periodic physical ex- 
amination of the breasts by physicians 
aided by newer diagnostic advances," 
Rosemond said. 


He said, "The American Cancer 


Society has dedicated itself to promoting 
the control of breast cancer. The imme- 
diate major effort of such control has 
been in tho field of early diagnosis." 


Rosemond said the ACS policy states, 


"removal of the entire breast — most 
often by radical or modified radical mas- 
tectomy — is recommended for the sur- 
gical treatment of opcrabl cbrcast can- 
cer." 


He said, "Limited surgical procedures 


which remove less than the entire breast 
have not been scientifically proven to be 
as effective as mastectomy." 


Yearly record set in 9 months 
County drug deaths 'epidemic': coroner

Drug-related deaths In the Chicago 


area have set a yearly record, though 
less than three months remain in the 
year, and County Coroner Andrew J. To- 
man has warned that drug deaths have 
reached epidemic proportions. 


Toman said that there were 46 drug- 


related deaths In September, bringing to 
349 the number of drug deaths for the 
first nine months of this year — more 


than twice the number of such fatalities 
reported during the first nine months of 
last year and well over the record 310 
drug deaths reported in 1971. 


"The drug-related deaths have been In- 


creasing at epidemic proportions," To- 
man said. 


He said the combination of drugs with 


alcohol were a factor in many of the 
deaths. 


"Perhaps more people are becoming 


Involved in the drug subcultural," To- 
man said. 


"They may be less experienced in han- 


dling drugs. We know that the potency of 
many of these drugs varies drastically 
and this can be a factor in the overdose 
cases." 


Of the 46 September deaths, 33 victims 


were white, continuing the pattern that 
the most common drug death victims are 
young white Chicago males.

Swanson. 


Final tollies were 261 to 70, Swanson 


said. The Lake County rate, at Willow- 
Grove School, was 167 to S3 In favor, with 
the combined Cook County vote, at the 
library and Alcott School, 94 to 12. 


Lake County Buffalo Grove was not a 


part of any library district before the 
vote. Tho Indian Trails Public Library 
began extending borrowing privileges to 
residents of the area on Sunday. 


LIBRARY OFFICIALS, anticipating 


the referendum's successful outcome, 
had secured a state grant of more than 
$19,500 to provide service to the Lake 
County area. Swanson said the district 
will operate a small van as a traveling 
library in the area. Additional staffing 
also has been hired. 


Citing "a different priority" that exists 


for most people, Swanson sold the vote, 
as expected, "was very light. I suppose 
for a library referendum it was a good 
turnout," he sold, "but there was a great 
deal of apathy." He added that people 
seem more interested in school elections 
than library elections. 


Residents of the Lake County area will 


not be taxed until the 1976 tax bills arc 
sent, Swanson said. The current library 
district tax rate Is $18.53 per $10,000 as- 
sessed valuation.

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City may hold 
up on filing 
for U.S. funds

The DCS Plaines City Council is ex- 


pected to put off applying for first-year 
funding for a federal program to assist 
low and moderate-income families. 


Aid. Robert Illndc, 4th, chairman of 


the city council's finance committee, 
said ho has decided to temporarily delay 
any move to get city council approval of 
tlio program, which Is under the U.S. 
Housing and Community Development 
Act. 


His decision is based at least partially 


on a committee of the whole meeting last 
week, In which some aldermen expressed 
reluctance at the need for the city to ap- 
ply for the program which could bring 
DCS Plaines up lo $2.5 million in federal 
funds over the next six years. 


(Undo said another reason behind the 


delay Is o request from the DM Plaines 
Housing Commission to give the entire 
program further study. 


WHILE THE FUNDS cannot be used to 


construct housing for low and moderate- 
income families, the program requires 
the city to design programs benefit tiiosc 
groups or eliminate blight. 


The grant application for tho funds 


also would require tho city to design a 
housing assistance plan showing the 
needs for homing for low and moderate- 
income families and solutions for those 
needs. 


Michael Richardson, director of plan- 


ning and zoning, said tho city can apply 
for 10 per cent of the funds available dur- 
ing tho first year of the program to help 
prepare the data that must accompany 
the application. 


Several aldermen and Joseph Bottc, 


chairman of the housing commission, 
urged tho city not to move too quickly on 
getting Involved in the program. 


THE CITY MUST complete its appli- 


cation for the first year's funds, which 
amount to about $139,000, by April 1, 
1975. 


The aldermen expressed concern about 


"strings" that may be attached to the 
program. 


Aid. Carmen Sarlo, 6th, said he would 


like to sec any program give preference 
to persons who already live in DCS 
Plaines, such as tho senior citizen hous- 
ing proicct under construction. 


Richardson also explained that a re- 


cent change in the federal rent subsidy 
program could mean developers can 
build subsidized housing In DCS Plaines 
without city approval. 


Earlier regulations had required the 


city to pass a resolution approving the 
rent subsidy plan for the city, but that 
provision has been dropped in tho re- 
vised regulations. 


THE CITY NOW has the right to object 


to a particular development, but Rich- 
ardson said if the city has not developed 
Its own housing assistance plan, which is 
one of the requirements for seeking the 
community dovclopment act funds, the 
objections might not carry much weight. 


"You can't tell the government that a 


particular plan is inconsistent with your 
housing plans, if you don't have a hous- 
ing assistance plan," Richardson saddcd. 


The housing commission is expected to 


consider the community development 
program at its next meeting Thursday.

Kingsberry 
corrections 
being made 


Building corrections to homes in the 


Kingsberry subdivision are continuing 
and should be completed by the end of 
the year, Building Commissioner William 
Baldaccini said. 


The problems, including complaints

"The building department has the re-

Letter on agenda ipr tonight 
Erviti apology to Flynn ordered 


Supt. James Erviti of Elk Grove Town- 


ship Dist. 59 is expected to apologize 
tonight to Thomas \V. Flynn, candidate 
for the Illinois House of Representatives, 
for charging that "Flynn or his helpers" 
stole letters from former employers' 
files. 


On the agenda of the board of educa- 


tion meeting is a resolution that directs 
Erviti "to terminate inquiries concerning 
Thomas William Flynn." Coupled with 
the resolution is a board-directed letter 
of apology from Erviti, retracting his ac- 
cusation regarding "stolen letters." 


Erviti last summer sent a letter to one 


of Flynn's former employers, City Col- 
lege of Chicago, seeking information on 
Flynn's employment record, even though 
Flynn had never applied for or expressed 
interest In working for Dist. 59. 


Flynn, who is not certified to teach ele- 


mentary school, learned of the letter 
when tho college, as a matter of policy, 
sent him a copy of the inquiry. 


FLYNN CHARGED Erviti was "seek- 


ing confidential and personal information 
regarding my personal life. In my opin- 
ion, this type of secret letter was written 
to gain political information that may be 
used against me in my campaign for 
state representative," said Flynn in a 
letter of protest to tho board. 


In the apology, written on district sta- 


tionery and dated Oct. 21, Erviti said the 
reply received from the college "ended 
any interest we might have had in Mr. 
Flynn and was destroyed." 


The letter continues, "The Inquiry 


about Mr. Flynn was made on behalf of 
Dist. 59.1 do not recall the name of the

person who suggested Mr. Flynn as a 
possible candidate for employment." 


Erviti also says in the letter that "no 


other information was sought nor re- 
ceived about Mr. Flynn. No further infor- 
mation will be sought. 


"BECAUSE MR. FLYNN interpreted a 


statement in my confidential memo to 
the board as an allegation that he and/or 


his political friends were guilty of steal- 
ing confidential letters from the private 
files of the City Colleges of Chicago, I 
apologize to Mr. Flynn for having written 
a statement which could be so inter- 
preted." The statement referred to is: 
"If Flynn or his helpers are stealing let- 
ters from former employer's files he had 
better take another look at some of the 


recent publicity about political espionage 
and its consequences before he gets 
elected." 


Erviti stated: "That statement was not 


Intended to imply guilt by Mr. Flynn nor 
his friends. I retract the foregoing quoted 
statement fully and completely." 


FLYNN LEFT City College in 1970 af- 


ter the college refused to renew his 
teaching contract, uhich would have es- 
tablished him as a tenured teacher. 


Ho had been involved in a dispute over 


an administrative decision to close the 
Amundsen campus. It was that dispute, 
said Flynn, that led to his dismissal. 


One of the reasons given for not renew- 


ing his contract was that he had been 
"abusive" to one student, Flynn said.

Mikva hits aid to Turkey 


Mlkvn last week criticized the failure of the U.S. House of 


Representatives to override Ford's veto of legislation to cut 
off military aid to Turkey. The lack of action, he said, "shows 
Congress continues to prefer a president's opinion to the rule 
of law." 


The vote In the House was 223-135,17 votes short of the two- 


thirds majority needed to override a veto. 


Mlkva said he believes continued military aid to Turkey Is 


illegal because two laws provide that U.S. weapons given or 
sold to foreign countries can be used only for defensive pur- 
poses. 


Turkey Invaded Cyprus last summer and has been fighting 


with Greece on the Island ever since. According to some 
reports, Turkey Is receiving about $6 million in U.S. ammuni- 
tion, spare parts and other military material. 


"President Ford's argument that sending supplies to Tur- 


key will promote negotiations Is as Impractical as it Is illegal 
because Greece has said it will not negotiate until Turkey 
stops receiving U.S. arms," Mlkva said. "Watergate should 
have shown us the danger of letting one man's opinion — 
even the President's — be placed above the law." 


Mlkva said instead of "rubber-stamping" the President's 


wishes, ho thinks Congress should start exerting control over 
the shipment of U.S. arms to Turkey and the rest of the 
world. 


Mlkva said currently there ore no congressional controls 


over the sale of U.S. arms to foreign countries. 


Young tells government role 


Young outlined his views on the role of government and 


asked for Mlkva's opinions In the fourth of a scries of letters 
the congressman has written to his Democratic opponent. 


The letters, Young has said, "are designed to inform the 


voters of the 10th District of our respective positions on im- 
portant issues in this campaign." 


Mlkva has been critical of the letter-writing program and 


refused to answer the letters. Instead, ho has offered to de- 
bate Young In every town in the district. Young has turned 
down the offer. 


In the letters, Young has listed a question, his position and 


the position taken by the Americans for Democratic Action, a 
liberal organization of which Mlkva Is vice chairman. 


On the role of government, Young said in his most recent 


letter that he disagrees with the ADA stand that the U.S. 
should "shift from an emphasis on production for profit to on 
emphasis on production for the common good." Young said 
he believes the concept "prescribes a shift to socialism." 


Young opposes the ADA position advocating an end to pri- 


vate control over the use of land and natural resources, he 
said, along with the organization's proposal for the nation- 
alization of all public utilities. 


The Incumbent also said he disagrees with the ADA stand 


that revenue sharing should be increased to "needy local 
governments," but denied to "rich suburbs." Young said the 
government cannot afford to increase revenue sharing at this 
time, but federal funds should not bo cut off to suburbs 
"since they have unmet problems of mass transit, .wwer and 
water treatment facilities, parks and playgrounds, environ- 
mental problems as do the large central cities." 


Young also said he opposes ADA recommendations for fed- 


eral economic controls to check Inflation and state and re- 
gional land use planning "in accord with federal policy."

EPA expected to probe 
water service complaints 


The Illinois Environmental Protection 


Agency is expected to begin investigating 
complaints against the Citizens Utilities 
Co. water service in Mount Prospect this 
month. 


Complaints against the utility com- 


pany, which serves the New Town and 
section of Mount Prospect and the Way- 
clndcn Park subdivision near Des 
Plaines, were begun by Mount Prospect 
Public Works Director David Creamer 
last week. Creamer said it was at that 
time ho learned that complaints about 
water service should be filed with the 
EPA's Aurora office. 


Leonard Lindstrom, regional super- 


visor of the EPA's field operations sec- 
tion, said his office has received few 
complaints from residents about the Citi- 
zens Utilities water service. 


"Wo have not had a lot of complaints 


from the residents up there on the quali- 
ty of the water," ho said. "Now there 
have been complaints from the village, 
and we will check them out in the very 
near future." 


Lindstrom said his office will try to de- 


termine if the complaints about poor wa- 
ter service, oil and sand in the water, 
service outages and pressure drops arc 
justified. "Whatever the complaints are, 
we start from there," he said. 


IF THE COMPLAINTS are found to be 


justified, Lindstrom said his office will 
try to locate the problem and correct it. 
Although his office has no enforcement 


power to make sure corrections are 
made, he said the problem can be turned 
over to the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board. 


"They hold a hearing then and do have 


the power to see that something is cor- 
rected," Lindstrom said. The EPA han- 
dles all types of complaints about water 
systems, whether they deal with volume, 
quality or adequacy of the water supply. 


Mount Prospect officials have been ex- 


tremely unhappy with the service pro- 
vided by Citizens Utilities, claiming that 
the utility company charges exorbitant 
rates for poor quality water and service. 
Creamer said the water is often full of a 
vegetable grade oil, and said sand from 
the water has clogged water meters. 


In September, Creamer said he was 


unable to get through to Citizens Utilities 
when a severe drop in water pressure 
caused loss of service in the northeast 
section of the village. He said the tele- 
phone operator told him the phone had 
been taken off the hook. 


"I GET SO DISGUSTED that they are 


allowed to operate this way, it just burns 
me because I catch the heat," Creamer 
said, noting that the village usually re- 
ceives complaints when Citizens Utilities 
is having problems. 


The village has hired the firm of 


M&E/Alstot, March and Guillou, Inc., 
Des Plaines, to conduct a study of pur- 
chasing the utility company's equipment. 
The study is to determine if it is finan- 
cially feasible to purchase the system.

Hayward spoke to the Elk Grove club 


Saturday at a session closed to the press. 
He said later he stressed the bylaws and 
let Elk Grove Kiwanians know what al- 
ternatives they have under the rules of 
the international organization. 


SPEAKING TO the local club Friday 


was Maurice Myerson, lieutenant gover- 
nor for the Kiwanis district. 


Richard Harrell, president of Elk 


Grove Kiwanis, declined to comment 
when asked if the club will offer an 
amendment to the no-women rule at the 
international convention next June in At- 
lanta, Ga. 


"The club is continuing to search for a 


solution which will permit us to retain 
Mary Clark as a member and allow us 
also to retain our international affilia- 
tion," Harrell said.

FLYNN CHARGED Erviti was "seek-

Centex offers 5 school sites 
to serve huge development

Centex Homes Corp. has offered to do- 


nate as many as five school sites to 
Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54 to serve 
the huge Centex development being 
planned in western Elk Grove Village. 


Milton Derr, assistant superintendent 


of Dist. 54, said Centex officials have 
met with school officials to discuss the 
development, which could nearly double 
the village's population in 10 years. 


"They have pledged up to five school 


sites in the area as we need them and 
this fits in with our master plan for the 
area," said Derr. 


CENTEX OFFICIALS hove not esti- 


mated the population of the 6,810 housing 
unit nor the number of students it is like- 
ly to generate. 


Members of the Elk Grove Village 


Plan Commission last week expressed 
concern over the'possible high density of 
the project, which is on a 990-acre site 
bounded by a line south of Schaumburg 
Road on the north, the Cook-DuPage 
county line on the south, Rohlwing Road 
on the east and Plum Grove Road on the 
west. 


Preliminary plans presented to the 


plan commission by Centex call for 3,516 
townhouses and condominium apart- 
ments in buildings up to several stories 
on 195 acres. The remaining 795 acres 
would contain 3,294 detached and cluster 
houses. Development is planned over a 
10-year period. 


Derr said Dist. 54 officols have had pre- 


liminary talks with Centex about the de- 
velopment. 


"Although the density of the complete 


development appears high, we have had 
a very good relationship with Centex 
Homes Corp. in the past and are con- 
fident the builder will consider its re- 
sponsibility to the schools hi this new de- 
velopment," said Derr. 


A NEW DIST. 54 guideline, which calls 


for a "voluntary" $150 cash donation 
from builders for each grade-school stu- 
dent enrolled up to 18 months after build- 
ing permits are issued, has not been dis- 
cussed with Centex, however, said Derr. 
"The policy was adopted after our talks 
several months ago," he said. 


Centex helped build Link School, 900 S. 


West Glen Tr., by donating the site and 
$300,000 — half the cost of the building — 
and loaning the other half, interest free, 
to the school district. 


Derr said Link School is near capacity 


with 494 students. Adlai Stevenson School 
on Nerge Road east of Meacham Road — 
also a Centex-donated site — is expected 
to be completed next September. 


Centcx's plans showed Link and two 


proposed elementary and one junior high 
school sites serving the area. 


High School Dist. 211 Supt. Richard 


Kolzc said he has not talked to Centex 
officials about its plans. 


"We usually do not go to builders," he 


said. Passage of the Dist. 211 referen- 
dum Saturday ensures an addition to 
Schaumburg High School that will raise 
Its capacity from 2,100 to 3,000 students,

A decision to abandon Blackhawk School in Hoffman Es- 


tates has been put off by the Schaumburg Township School 
DUt. 94 board of education. 


The Dlst. 54 administration and the board's building and 


sites committee recommended that tho school at 370 Illinois 
Blvd. bo abandoned as a classroom facility to trim the cost of 
renovation projects. 


Work on Blackhawk was approved by voters In a $16.6 


million bond referendum last February which called for reno- 
vatlon of eight old schools, construction of eight new schools, 
additions to four schools, a nature center and administration 
center. 


School officials predict they will fall about $3 million short 


of tho $16.8 million for tho projects because construction costs 
have Increased In tho last six months. Dlst. 54 still may quail- 
fy for state funds which may offset the shortage. 


Marvin Laplcola, Dlst. 54 assistant superintendent for fi- 


nance, said engineers hired by the district recommended that 
tho building be abandoned as a classroom facility because 
"tho cost involved in renovating tho facility would not be 
practical." School officials have said renovation of Black- 
hawk would cost as much as a new school building. 


Blackhawk School was built in 1938 by Hoffman-Rosncr De- 


velopers and now has the smallest enrollment in the district, 
about 240 students. A new school is being built on Salem 
Drive about four blocks from Blackhawk and will open in 
September 1076. Blackhawk could be closed when the new 
school opens and used as a curriculum center or early child- 
hood education center. 


But Thursday tho Dlst. 54 board chose to hold off on a 


decision on Blackhawk until the new school Is closer to com- 
pletion. The board feels it will have a better idea of enroll- 
ment later and will bo able to determine whether the school 
will be needed for classrooms.

Dist. 54 wrapup 
Blackhawk School 
decision delayed 


A decision to abandon Blackhawk School in Hoffman Es- 


tates has been put off by the Schaumburg Township School 
Dist. 54 board of education. 


The Dist. 54 administration and the board's building and 


sites committee recommended that the school at 370 Illinois 
Blvd. be abandoned as a classroom facility to trim the cost of 
renovation projects. 


Work on Blackhawk was approved by voters in a $16.6 


million bond referendum last February which called for reno- 
vation of eight old schools, construction of eight new schools, 
additions to four schools, a nature center and administration 
center. 


School officials predict they will fall about $3 million short 


of the $16.6 million for the projects because construction costs 
have increased in the last six months. Dist. 54 still may quali- 
fy for state funds which may offset the shortage. 


Marvin Lapicola, Dist. 54 assistant superintendent for fi- 


nance, said engineers hired by the district recommended that 
the building be abandoned as a classroom facility because 
"the cost involved in renovating the facility would not be 
practical." School officials have said renovation of Black- 
hawk would cost as much as a new school building. 


Blackhawk School was built in 1958 by Hoffman-Rosner De- 


velopers and now has the smallest enrollment in the district, 
about 240 students. A new school is being built on Salem 
Drive about four blocks from Blackhawk and will open in 
September 1976. Blackhawk could be closed when the new 
school opens and used as a curriculum center or early child- 
hood education center. 


But Thursday the Dist. 54 board chose to hold off on a 


decision on Blackhawk until the new school is closer to com- 
pletion. The board feels it will have a better idea of enroll- 
ment later and will be able to determine whether the school 
will be needed for classrooms. 


Seat padding cost checked 


The Schaumburg Transportation Co. has been asked to in- 


vestigate the cost of padding the backs of seats on 43 buses 
used by Dist. 54. 


The padding is designed to prevent mouth and facial in- 


juries to children caused when a bus makes a sudden stop. 


Last month the Dist. 54 board of education authorized its 


administration to seek bids on the padding so the district 
could install the padding in the buses itself. 


But Thursday the board decided to ask the bus company to 


investigate the cost of padding and bring the figure back to 
the board for approval or for possible reopening of the dis- 
trict's contract with the bus company. 


Board member Esther Karras said the district's attorney 


advised the board not to make the Improvements themselves 
since the buses are not owned by the district.

A huge championship cake was waiting 


for the Schaumburg Saxons In their lock- 
er room Saturday. It had their names on 
It. The cake was theirs — If they won. 


Still, at hnlfllme, coach Bob Ferguson 


had to remind his boys that they wore 
fighting far the Mid-Suburban League's 
South title. 


Ferguson's grlddcrs trolled Elk Grove 


at Intermission, dampening the home- 
coming spirit* of Schaumburg fans. A 
berth In the MSL Super Bowl was on the 
line and the Saxons were playing as 
though they didn't want a post-game cel- 
ebration. 


"I chewed the guys out at halftlmc." 


said Ferguson, "eipcclnlly (he backflcld 
and the quarterback. They were playing 
like tltry h.id pianos on their backs — 
they were really Hal." 


Saxon slgnalcallcr Russ Zonca and his 


runningmatos decided to shed the piano 
In the second half and, coming from the 
wrong end of a 7-6 score, they clinched 
the South division championship with a 
21-7 win over the Grenadiers, whose own 
title hopes were snuffed out by the loss. 


The Saxons then enjoyed the cake and 


savored their position atop the South at 
5-1. 


Zonca scored the winning touchdown 


himself, galloping 45 yards on an option 
keeper early In the third quarter. The 
185-pound junior rushed for 103 yards 
Saturday, mostly on option rollouts. 


"This Is where Zonca's deceptive," 


his coach said. "He lulls you by running 
at three-quarter speed and then, zip, he's 
off." 


Elk Grove coach Don Schnoke con- 


curred: "Zones'* a ROIH! boy — we knew 
he'd he hard In slop. Scliaimiburg was 
Jtut Ion pliynlcnl lor us.

Elk Grove played without four first- 


string defensive stalwarts. 
Still, tho 


Grcns managed to get on the board in

Charlie Plcrmarinl scooped up a fumble 
In the Saxon backfield and skipped nine 
yards for the game's first score. Glenn 
Strombcrg's kick gave Elk Grove a 7-0 
lead. 


The Grcns also had a touchdown called 


back In the first quarter. Tom Allen's 50- 
yard scoring strike to Dan Stretch was 
nullified by a Grovo motion penalty. 


"It really hurt us to have that first 


score called back." said Schnakc, whose 
Grenadiers arc now 3-3 In the MSL. 


The Stunrn drove 53 yard* In Ihe wan- 


Ing moment* of the half, helped along by 
n 15-yard sprint by halfback Scott Mlclkc 
and a crucial judgment call by the offi- 
cials. 


On second and eight from the 27, Zonca 


rolled left and was tripped up, fumbling 
the ball. Elk Grove's Dave King fell on 
the pigskin at the 10, but the ret ruled 
that Zonca's knee had hit at the 18 before 
the bobble. 


Four plays later, fullback Tom Martino 


crashed head first Into the end zone from 
one yard out and Schaumburg broke the 
Ice. Zonca tried the option for two points, 
but King and John Carpenter dragged 
him down. 


"We knew what we had to do in the 


second half," said Ferguson. "We have 
some key ploys with Zonca and we had 
to make them work. Elk Grove closed off 
tho Inside so wo decided to attack the 
outside perimeters and off tackle." 


So Zonca took the action to the Grena- 


diers, rambling for 100 yards on the 
ground In Ihc second half. 


After the Saxons field general put his 


team ahead, the Schaumburg defenders 
went to work, limiting Elk Grove to just 
34 yards In the second half, all on the 
ground. The Grcns managed only 90 net 
yards all day, Including 96 rushing for 
John Wlllard. 


"Our defense did a super job," said 


Ferguson. "It was a great team effort. 
Elk Grove Is a fine ball club, but we 
thought our defense could do the job." 


Tho Saxons got an Insurance score at 


0:10 of tho fourthh period, driving 50 
yards following a Grenadier punt. Half- 
back Mike Christy, filling in for the In- 
jured Bob Nathcy, romped 14 yards to 
the Grcn 38 on a key third-down call. 
Following a 14-yard shot on the option by 
Zonca, Mlelke slipped through the Elk 
Grove secondary for a 13-yard touch- 
down burst. 


Tho rugged Saxon defense was spurred 


by tho efforts of Scott Scholi, Bob Jones, 
Jeff Bojl, and Martino. Also contributing 
to the defensive heroics was senior 
tackle Ken Jaffkc, who played both ways 
on a severely sprained ankle. 


Tho victory called for a rousing cele- 


bration. The cake and a customary dunk 
in the shower for the coach were just 
part of It. Tho Saxons have the satisfac- 
tion of bringing the school its first MSL 
championship. It sets up a Super Bowl 
confrontation with North champion Her- 
sey. 


"We did this In our fourth year of var- 


sity competition," sold Ferguson. "We 
were 1-6-1 tho first year, 2-6 the next sea- 
son, and 5-3 last year when It went right 
clown to the final game against Elk 
Grove." 


And there is more in 1974. A Super 


Bowl victory would qualify the Saxons 
for tho post-season state tourney, the 
first ever In Illinois. 


Ferguson and his grlddcrs will be look-

An ethics ordinance covering city off!- 


clalf, may be Introduced to the Rolling 
Meadows City Council in November. 


Aid. Kenneth W. Rotzkc, 5th, said he 


plans to study an ordinance under con- 
sideration In the Village of Palatine, and 
draft a proposal (or discussion at a No- 
vember meeting of the council's finance 
committee. 


Other aldermen were dividid In tliclr 


opinions on such a measure. 


"I think we should have something on 


the books that requires disclosure when a 
person Is associated with n piece of prop- 
erty, equipment or anything he's in- 
volved with that may be pending before 
the council or Its subordinate agencies," 
Rctzko said. 


Aldermen should have "all pertinent 


information" to "prevent a lot of second 
guessing" after votes are cast. 


"After you make a decision, and then 


you find out things, you might have 
thought differently," Rotzkc said. 


THE PALATINE ordinance would cov- 


er all elected officials, plan commission 
and zoning board members, the village 
manager and administrative assistant, 
th« deputy clerk and department heads. 


Also covered would be firms bidding 


for city contracts. 


It would require disclosure of Income: 


real estate ownership by the person or 
Immediate family within Palatine Town- 
ship; percentage of ownership or offices 
held In commercial developments; In- 
debtedness, excluding home mortgage, 
above a still undetermined percentage of 
income; gifts or gratuities given or re- 
ceived valued above nn undetermined 
amount; and debts an official has been 
released from or released others from. 


Retzke said the Palatine ordinance 


would cover approximately officials, but 
he wants to study specific Items of dis- 
closure before commenting on them.

termed the proposal "a fine ordinance," 
adding "I'd like to see it" in Rolling 
Meadows. Any city legislation should in- 
clude financial disclosure, business af- 


filiations and business relationships with 
any persons "requesting favors" from 
the city, he said. 


"I don't have anything to hide," Hud- 


dlcston said, suggesting the penalty for 
all except minor violations of the ordi- 
nance should be forfeiture of office.

Aid. William D. Ahrcns, 2nd, took a

need It," Ahrcns said, adding the city's 
20-year history supports his contention. 


ALD. JOHN T. ROCK, 3rd, said the 


only possible need for ethics legislation 
in Rolling Meadows would be requiring 
suppliers to disclose "how they got a 
particular business." Real estate brokers 
serving on city boards should disclose 
any possible commissions they might re- 
ceive from sales hinging on zoning or 
plan approval for particular properties, 
he added. 


But generally, Rock said, "I really 


don't see any function it's going to serve 
for the whole city." Voters should judge 
the ethics of candidates before electing 
their,, he said. 


Aid. Daniel E. Weber, 4th, said he 


would favor "something specific, more 
Inclusive than the state law," which does 
not affect most suburban municipal offi- 
cials. With rare exceptions, suburban 
officials answer questions on the state 
disclosure form by saying they do not 
apply. 


Politics has a "nasty name," Weber 


said, and the abuses at higher levels "af- 
fect people on the local level that are not 
politicians per so," he added. "If we 
could put credibility back in politics, I'm 
all for getting the word pollticans 
cleaned up," Weber said.

Voters approved High School Dist. 


21t's bond referendum for school con- 
struction Saturday by a margin of 3 to I. 


A total of 3,203 voted yes and 095 voted 


no in the $22-mllllon bond referendum 
calling for construction of a new school 
and additions to four high schools. The 
referendum carried in all IS precincts in 
Palatine and Schaumburg townships. 


Supt Richard Kolze said he was 


pleased with the outcome and said the 
district Is "fortunate to have support In 
our community for our schools." The 
success of the referendum means "facil- 
ity-wise we should be in good shape," 
Kotze said. 


About $6.5 million of the funds will fi- 


nance a sixth high school that is sched- 
uled to open north of the Winston Park 
subdivision in Palatine in 1977. The dis- 
trict has about $9 million on hand for the 
sixth school, but due to inflation It ran 
out of funds and needed voter approval 
of the additional money to complete the 
school. Dist. 211 may soon receive about

TRAN representative be present to give 
Information on the number of Palatine 
residents using the bus service, fore, 
time and place of the bus stops and the 
company's financial condition.

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Downtown 
plan ready 
next month 


by LYNN ASINOF 


A preliminary plan for revitalizing 


Mount Prospect's downtown business dis- 
trict will bo approved by the end of No- 
vember, according lo a schedule outlined 
Saturday by Mayor Robert D. Tclchcrt. 


Telchert told village officials gathered 


at the quarterly breakfast that although 
details could not bo prepared in such a 
short time, a general concept could be 
developed. 


"We'll have enough input in the next 


month to make a recommendation of 
concept for tho development of down- 
town." Tcichcrt said. Ho said tho board 
would bo able to vote on that recommen- 
dation by the end of November. 


NOTING TUB PROGRESS made by 


two consulting firms hired to study al- 
ternatives for downtown redevelopment, 
Telchert said the next step is the crea- 
tion of a permanent downtown planning 
commission lo replace the present ad hoc 
downtown group. 


Board members are scheduled to dis- 


cuss the makeup and function of that 
commission at a Tuesday night com- 
mittee meeting. Tclchcrt said an ordi- 
nance creating tho commission will be 
prepared from that brauutormlng ses- 
sion and presented for passage at the fol- 
lowing meeting. Ho said appointments to 
the commission can be made at the same 
time it is created to speed development 
ot a downtown plan. 


"We have to move," Tclchcrt said, not- 


ing that the commission will bo called on 
to meet quite often in the next month. He 
asked for recommendations from the 
plan commission and others as to the 
typo of people who should serve on the 
new commission. 


The commission members will begin 


working with recommendations of the 
two consulting firms, which presented 
progress reports at tho breakfast. The 
firms urged a consolidation of govern- 
mental and retail areas by providing 
centralized and shared parking and bet- 
ter pedestrian facilities. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR development of a 


general concept for downtown devel- 
opment Include the possibility of moving 
III. Rte. 83 two blocks cast to Maplo 
Street so through traffic will not divide 
the downtown business district. 


Barton-Aschman Associates Inc., Chi- 


cago, also said streets in tho downtown 
area could cither bo vacated or used for 
parking, creating a more cohesive busi- 
ness district with better pedestrian ac- 
cess. This would bolster existing bust- 
ne«aes rather than creating a new retail 
district. 


Property Consultants Inc., Korthflcld, 


reported the downtown area already is 
overbuilt with retail stores, and recom- 
mended the village encourage residential 
and a limited amount of offico devel- 
opment. 


Joan Walker, president of Property 


Consultants, said any residential devel- 
opment would have to bo multiple-family 
because of tho high cost of construction 
and land in the area. She said, however, 
a residential development also would bol- 
ster downtown businesses by prodding 
new customers. 


TEICHERT SAID details of the plan 


should not be discussed until a later 
date. Ho said once a general concept is

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$4 million bond 
issue for library? 


A bond issue of $4 million is being dis- 


cussed as the minimum needed to fi- 
nance construction of Mount Prospect's 
new public library. 


During an informal discussion follow- 


ing Saturday's quarterly meeting, village 
trustees Indicated they would support a 
bond Issue of $4 million or more. 


Trustee Mario Caylor said plan com- 


mission members arc recommending the 
bond Issue be set at $5 million, to make 
sure the village has sufficient funds to 
carry out its development plans. 


IN ADDITION TO construction of the 


new $3.2-million library, the bond issue 
also may finance purchase of property 
on the block bounded by Central Road on 
the north, Busse Avenue on the south, 
Maple Street on the cast and Emerson 
Street on the west. The block, which in- 
cludes a parking lot for the Mount Pros- 
pect State Bank, and 15 houses is just 
cast of the proposed library site on the 
Central School property. 


Mayor Robert D. Telchert proposed in- 


cluding the land acquisition in the bond 
issue last month, saying an extra $800,000 
could give the Illage control of devel- 
opment on that block. He said the village 
could sell or lease the property to favor- 
able projects or use it for municipal pur- 
poses. 


Tho bond issue also may be used to 


finance tho purchase of Mount Prospect 
State Bank building for administrative 
offices so the village can save interest 
costs on the $813,000 purchase. Money 
from the bank building purchase will be 
paid back to be used for the downtown 
land acquisition program. 


Although Mrs. Caylor and Trustee 0. 


T. Gustus said $4 million was the min- 
imum figure on the bond issue, Teichert 
said he does not want to go above that 
amount. He said money will not be 
needed immediately for the land acquisi- 
tion program, and said sufficient funds 
will therefore be available for the bank 
purchase. 


TEICHERT AND Trustee Kenneth 


Scholten estimated the village should al- 
locate $100,000 a year for downtown land 
acquisition. 


Board members indicated a decision 


on the actual location of the new library 
can be made at a later date onco plans 
for the downtown redevelopment are fi- 
nalized. Telchert said once a plan is de- 
veloped "the library will conform- to 
that," noting the board still has flexibil- 
ity in its planning. 


formulated a public hearing will be 
scheduled. 


"No matter what that plan is, it will 


meet the disapproval of an awful lot of 
people," Teichert said, noting that every- 
one has his own idea of how downtown 
should look.

Although his office has no enforcement 
power to make sure corrections arc 
made, he said the problem can be turned 
over to the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board.

"They hold a hearing then and do have

vided by Citizens Utilities, claiming that 
the utility company charges exorbitant 
rates for poor quality water and service. 
Creamer said tho water is often full of a 
vegetable grade oil, and said sand from 
the water has clogged water meters. 


In September, Creamer said he was 


unable to get through to Citizens Utilities

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'Sacred sections9 issue flares 
Sidewalk controversy 
sparks Caucus meet 


Sidewalks, who must have them and 


who need not. supplied the only con- 
troversy at an otherwise routine meeting 
of (he Arlington Heights Caucus Sunday. 


Three separate attempts to amend the 


Caucus' platform, which all party candi- 
dates must pledge to support, so as to 
Include a statement on sidewalk in- 
stallation were defeated by the approxi- 
mately 123 residents who attended the 
open meeting. 


The first proposal was made by Robert 


B. Bishop. 1033 S. Chestnut, who called 
for a policy requiring sidewalks on all 
property abutting village streets, without 
exception. 


"I have been fighting for sidewalks 


since 1033 and I don't think we should 
have any sacred sections," said Bishop, 
a member of the board of local Improve- 
ments which Is attempting to force 100 
homeowners in the northeast quadrant of 
the village to Install sidewalks in front of 
their homes. 


"SACKED SECTIONS" was an ob- 


vious reference lo the village board's pol- 
icy not to require sidewalks In the Scars- 
dale, Stoncgate and Sherwood subdivi- 
sions. Bishop also docs not have a side- 
walk In front of hb house, although he 
says ho Intends lo have one Installed. His 
motion was overwhelmingly defeated. 


Two other sidewalk-related amend- 


ments proposed by Frank Schrocdcr, 7-13 
N. Belmont, a leader of homeowners 
fighting sidewalk requirements, drew 
moro support. 


He suggested additions to two existing 


statements In the Caucus platform. 


To the Caucus' promise to "enforce the 


law fairly and justly," Schrocdcr pro- 
posed adding the words "throughout the 
village." And lo the party's pledge to 
"conduct village affairs without favor- 
itism," he proposed adding "toward any 
geographic area or Individual." 


IIOTH MOTIONS were defeated. The 


first lost 60 to 47, the second was voted 
down 74 to SI. Flvo Incumbent members 
of the village board. Village Pros. Ralph 
Clarbour and Trustees Dave Griffin, 
Frank Palmatlcr, Alice Harms and J. 
Burton Thompson, were among the no 
votes. Two members of the board of lo- 
cal improvements in attendance, Bishop 
and BOLI Pros. David Patterson, voted 
In favor of the amendments. 


Homeoivners oppose BOLI program 


Some 50 northeast side homeowners 


have gone on record In opposition to the 
Board of Local Improvements sidewalk 
program by adopting a formal position 
paper. 


Accusing David Patterson, president of 


BOLI, with "providing us with false in- 
formation" on the "village ordinance re- 
quiring the installation of sidewalks," the 
homeowners arc now waiting to sec what 
BOLI will do Friday when letters of 
credit for sidewalk Installation arc due. 


The latest round of homeowner opposi- 


tion to village improvements began after 
the Sept. 26 BOLI meeting where Patter- 
son explained the board's plans to install 
sidewalks in front of about 100 homes in 
the area north of Northwest Highway 
and cast of Arlington Heights Road. 


P a t t e r s o n explained that affected 


homeowners had the option of posting a 
letter of credit for $9 per front foot of 
their property by Oct. 23 to cover side- 
walk installation. 


THOSE WHO DO not file a letter of 


credit by Oct. 25 will have their side- 
walks put In by BOLI by special assess- 
ment. Because of the added court costs 
involved in a special assessment, Patter- 
son said, this would be the more ex- 
pensive option. 


The homeowners argue first that Pat- 


terson misled them by speaking of the 
existence of a village ordinance requir- 
ing sidewalks. The homeowners argue 
that no such ordinance exists. They say 
that the village sidewalk policy of 1966 is 
a policy and not a legally binding ordi- 
nance. 


Tint position paper also notes objec- 


tions to the cost of the proposed side- 
walks. At $9 per front foot, homeowners 


Other amendment proposals, including 


one to pledge Caucus candidates to the 
acquisition of the Arlington Heights Nike 
Base for a park, and another to delete a 
platform statement making the village 
board responsible for actions of the vil- 
lage administration also were defeated.

policy, contending that BOLI notified 
only scattered homeowners of their in- 
tentions to install sidewalks to minimize 
organized opposition. "We reject out of 
hand Mr. Patterson's explanation that 
this resulted from an oversight, and be- 
lieve rather that it is the intention of Die 
board to minimize opposition to this un- 
popular proposal by Issuing piecemeal 
those notices that are to be sent out." 


Homeowners also believe that BOLI is 


favoring a few subdivisions who tra- 
ditionally have avoided sidewalk in- 
stallation. "If there is to be a sidewalk 
program it should be for everyone in 
each district, and for all districts as 
well." 


TFIE POSITION PAPER questions the 


fitness of BOLI board members to con- 
tinue in their offices if they are Ignorant 
of village ordinances. "In matters in- 
volving hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to be paid to paving contractors, bad 
judgments, oversights and ignorance of 
the ordinance could be disastrous, and 
we believe tho village deserves more 
from this and any of its other boards."

Flynn, who Is not certified to teach ele- 


mentary school, learned of the letter 
when the college, as a matter of policy, 
sent him a copy of the inquiry. 


FLYNN CHARGED Erviti was "seek- 


ing confidential and personal information 


regarding my personal life. In my opin- 
ion, this type of secret letter was written 
to gain political Information that may be 
used against me in my campaign for 
state representative," said Flynn in a 
letter of protest to the board. 


In the apology, written on district sta- 


tionery and dated Oct. 21, Erviti said the 
reply received from the college "ended 
any Interest we might have had in Mr. 
Flynn and was destroyed." 


The letter continues, "The inquiry 


about Mr. Flynn was made on behalf of 


Dist. 59. I do not recall the name of the 
person who suggested Mr. Flynn as a 
possible candidate for employment." 


Erviti also says in the letter that "no 


other Information was sought nor re- 
ceived about Mr. Flynn. No further infor- 
mation will be sought. 


"BECAUSE MR. FLYNN interpreted a 


statement hi my confidential memo to 
the board as an allegation that he and/or 
his political friends were guilty of steal- 
ing confidential letters from the private 
files of the City Colleges of Chicago, I 
apologize to Mr. Flynn for having written 


a statement which could be so inter- 
preted." The statement referred to is: 
"If Flynn or his helpers are stealing let- 
ters from former employer's files he had 
butter take another look at some of the 
recent publicity about political espionage 
and its consequences before he gets 
elected." 


Erviti stated: "That statement was not 


intended to imply guilt by Mr. Flynn nor 
his friends. I retract the foregoing quoted 
statement fully and completely." 


FLYNN LEFT City College in 1970 af- 


ter the college refused to renew his 


teaching contract, which would have es- 
tablished him as a tenured teacher. 


He had been involved in a dispute over 


an administrative decision to close the 
Amundsen campus. It was that dispute, 
said Flynn, that led to his dismissal. 


One of the reasons given for not renew- 


ing his contract was that he had been 
"abusive" to one student, Flynn said.

Scarsdale residents won't 
fight sodium vapor lights 


Residents of the Scarsdale subdivision 


In Arlington Heights will not oppose in- 
stallation of sodium vapor streetlights by 
the village, said Ray Funk, president of 
the Scarsdale Property Owners' Assn. 


Some 250 persons turned out last week 


for the homeowner's first formal meeting 
in almost a decade. William Bachem, vil- 
lage electrical engineer, spoke to the 
group about the streetlight installation 
which will probably be completed next 
spring. 


Scarsdale's present streetlights were 


installed in 1927. Because of vandalism 
and the rising cost of maintenance, the 
lights are often in disrepair. The village 
included replacement of the outmoded 
streetlights in its five-year capital im- 
provements budget of the late 1960s. 


BACHEM SAID that Scarsdale resi- 


dents were specially assessed in the 
1920s for the installation of the original 
streetlights. The village has a policy of 
not assessing residents for the replace- 
ment of items for which they have al- 
ready paid, Bachem said. Thus, the new 
sodium vapor lights will be financed with 
motor fuel tax funds, and must pass 
state specifications to qualify for those 
funds. 


In all, there will be 134 of the 30-foot 


streetlight poles installed,.Bachem said. 
The ISO-watt lights give off an orange 
glow. The village installed sample lights 
at the intersection of Fatrview Street and 
Belmont Avenue for inspection by resi- 
dents. 


The 
f u n d i n g proposal for the 


streetlights is currently under consid- 
eration by state officials, Bachem said. 
Bachem said he foresees a Dec. 1 bid- 
ding date and a March or April com- 
pletion of Installaion. 


SCARSDALE RESIDENTS have ex- 


pressed reluctance to part with the 1927 
streetlights, which they say enhance the 
nclghborhod appearance. Funk said that 
homeowners at last week's meeting de- 
cided that they did not have the time to 
debate the village's new lighting propos- 
als properly. No protest is planned, he 
said. 


"We decided that we don't want to be a 


group to nag and gripe about every-

thing," Funk said. "It's 
(the new 


streetlights) inevitable, so we'll suffer 
under the lights." 


Another subdivision group, Stonegatc

but lost after a bitter two-year struggle. 


Funk mentioned that residents' opposi- 


tion to tha new streetlights might have 
been stronger had the village asked them 
to share the cost. As it stands, Scarsdale 
residents will pay nothing for their new 
streetlights.

The monkey, n species known as Wee- 


per Capuchin, is about 1 year old, said 
Clifford, and Is worth $300 to $400. 


He has to be trained and requires more 


patience than a dog, Clifford said about 
Chittcr's potential as a house pet. 


"THERE ARE SOME things you just 


have to accept about having a monkey as 
a house pet," sold Clifford. "If a monkey 
wants to climb the drapes you'd have to 
accept it. If you called him like you'd 
call a dog ... he wouldn't come." 


Pet World keeps Chittcr on hand be- 


cause he's an attraction, but people are 
discouraged from buying monkeys as 
pets because of the difficulty in caring 
for them. 


But, if people still Insist on buying him, 


he's for sale. 


That's monkey business.
